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THEN, dear’Sir, faid J; there is another 
Point; refpeéting the Health of our Sex: Great 
Hurts to one’s Conftitution may <arife from too 
frequently: being in this Way-s and, for my own 
Part, you have made me fo happy, that I cannot 
help being covetous of Life, if I may fo fay.— 
But the Sin, -dear Sir, the Sin of ‘committing 
that’ Task: to others; which is fo right to be 
performed by one’s felf, if one has Health and 
Strength to perform it, “is: the: chief thing with 
me; and, you know, Sir, that even a Husband’s 
Will is not fafficient to excufe one from 

natural or divine Obligation. 


THESE were my Pleas, among others : And 
this ; is his Anfwer; for he was fo good as to, 
give it me in Writing: 


-“ As to what you allege, my , Dear, of old 
Cuftoms; Times and Fafhions are much 
changed. If you-tell me of Sarah’s, or Ra- 
chel’s, or Rebekah’s, or Leah’s, nurfing their 
own Children, I can anfwer, That the one 
drew Water at a Well, for her Father's Flocks; 
another kneaded Cakes, and baked them on 
the Hearth, for her Guefts; another perfon- 
ally drefsd favoury Meat, for her Husband ; 
and all of them performed the common Off- 
ces of the Houfheld: And when our modern 
Ladics are willing to follow fuch Examples i in, 
every thing, their i ought to be allow ‘d in 
tliis. 

‘As to the Matter a fordid ania We 
read, that there were among “7acod’s Twelve 
' * Sons 
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¢ Sons, bad as well as good Natures, although 
© born of, and nurfed by, the fame Mothers. 
¢ Reuben particularly committed an-unpardon- 
© able Crime : You are too well read in Scripture- 
© Hiftory, to need being told what it was: Two 
¢ others were Murderers, treacherous: Murder- 
* ers, in.cold Blood; and: how did alf their 
« Hearts -burn with fordid and unbrotherly 
‘ Envy againft their Father's favourite Son! 
‘ THEN it requires but the more Care in 
“. finding out a wholfome Woman, who has an 
‘ honeft and good-natur’d Husband: And, let 
* me tell you, Pamela, that the beft Natures, 
“ and the beft Conftitutions, (tho’ your Cafe is 
* an Exception) are not always to be met with 
“in. High Lifes and the lefs, perhaps, becaufe 
‘ they don’t exercife themfelves, as the patri- 
“ arehal Nurfes you hinted at, ufed todo. In- 
* deed I have {cen Spirits, in fome of the High- 
born of your Sex, that one would not with 
:to be propagated; but, contrarily, (if there 
‘ be fo much in the Nature of the Nourifh- 
‘ ment) I fhould think it matter of Prudence, 
‘that the Child fhould have any other Nurfe 
* than its Mother. : 
-©As to the Nurl’s private Vices, with 
‘regard to Liquors, Diftempers, @c. this will 
: a anfwered, by what I have hinted, of the 
‘ greater Care to be taken in the Choice of the 
*-Nurfe. And Iam fo well pleafed with your 
‘-Apprehenfions of this Nature, that it is a 
* moral Security to me, that you will make a 
ee Choice ; ; and ‘ fall be intirely eafy, 
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in committing this Province to fo prudent and 
difcreet a Wife. 

‘I aLLow, that there is a great deal in 
what you fay, as to the pitchy Subftance in 
new-born Children; and I think it very pro- 
per, that the Child fhould have the firft Milk : 
But cannot fuch a Nurfe be found, as may 
anfwer this Intention? If fhe cannot, F 
will, provided you deal by me with your 
ufual Sincerity, and not make Scruples againft 
a Recommendation, on purpofe to carry your 
own Point, permit you to be your own Nurfe: 
for one Month, or fo, if, by the Opinion of. 
proper Judges, it be found neceffary. But 
then, as I know the pretty wire-drawing ways: 
of your Sex, you muft not fo much as ask to 
go farther; for I fhall not care to have my

‘ BESIDES, my Fondnefs for your perfonal 
Graces, and the laudable, and, I will fay, 
honeft Pleafurc, I rake in that cafy, genteel - 
Form, which every body admires in you, at 
firft Sight, oblige me to declare, that I can by- 
no means confent to facrifice thefe to the Care- 
Ieffhefs into which I have feen very nice Ladies : 
fink, when they became Nurfes. Moreover, 
my chief Delight in you is for the Beauties of - 
your Minds; and, unequall’d as they are, in- 
my Opinion, you have ftill a Genius capable - 
of great Improvement; and I fhan't care, 


when I want to hear my Pamela read her 
: ‘© French 
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French and Latin Leffons, which I take fo 
much Delight to teach her, (and to endeavout 
to improve . myfelf from her Virtue and Piety, 
at the fame time) to feek my Beloved in the 
Nurfery 3 or to permit her to be ingrofs'd by 
thofe Baby Offices, which will better befit 
weaker Minds. 

* No, my Dear, you muft ities me to Look 
upon you as my Scholar, in one Senfe; as 
my Companion in another; and as my, In- 
ftruGrefs, in a third. You know I am not 
govern’d by the worft Motives: I am half 
overcome by your Virtue; and you mmuft take 
care, that you leave not your Work half done. 
But | cannot help looking upon the Nurfe’s 
Office, as an Office beneath my Pamela. Let 
it have your Infpection, your Dire@tion, and 
your fole Attention, if you pleafe, when Iam 
abroad: But when I am at home, even a Son 
and Heir, fo jealous am I of your Affections, 
fhall not be my Rival in them: Nor will I 
have my Reft broken in upon, by your Ser- 
vants bringing ta you, as you once proposd, 
your dear Little-one, at Times, perhaps, as 
unfuitable to my Repofe, and your own, as 
to the Child’s Neceflities; for I have no Notion 
of ftifling even a Cry, by cramming its little 
Stomach, when that very Cry thal; perhaps, 
be neceffary for Exercife to its Lungs, and to 
open its little Organs. 

“You have been often fomewhat uneafy, 
when I have talk’d, for Argument’s fake, in 


* favour of Polygamy. Bur when you mention

‘In all lawful Things, you'll fay — Bue 
fuppofe, my Dear, you wereto make a folemn 
Vow, either as a fingle Woman, or as a Wife, 
to do any thing, that you had a natural Power 
todo. Nodoubt you would think yourfelf 


under an Obligation to perform it, let the 


Confequence be what it would, But to fhew 
you, who are fo Icarned in the old Law, of 
how little Force even the Vows of your Sex 
are, and how much you are under the Controul 
of ours, read the following Verfes in Numbers 
xxx. If a4MAN vowa Vow unto the Lord, 
or fwear an Oath to bind his Soul with a 
Bond, he foall not break his Word ; he frall 
do according to all that proceedeth out of his 
Mouth.. The Reafon of this is, he is fole and 
independent, and Mafter of his own Will and 
Adions. — But what follows? Ifa Woman 
alfo vow a Vow unto the Lord, and bind her- 
Jelf by a Bond, being in her Father's Honfe, 

in her Louth ; ‘and her Father hear her Vow, 

and her Bond, wherewith fhe hath bound her 
Soul, and her Father frall hold his Peace at 
her: Then all her Vows foall ftand ; and 
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every Bond, wherewith fhe hath bound her 
Soul, foall fiand. But if her Father difallow 
her, in the Day that he heareth, not any of 
her Vows, or of her Bonds, wherewith foe 
hath bound her Soul, fhall Rand : And the 
Lord fall fo — her, becaufe ber Father

: pl an fame Thing is, with equal . 


Strength, expreffed in the Verfes immediately 
following, in relation to a HusBAND’s allow- 
ing or difallowing his W1F E's Vows; nor is 
it diftinguifh’d at all, whether the Vow be 
juft or unjuft: And it is worthy of Obferva- 
tion too, that the Laws of Eg/and, in Con- 
fideration of the Obedience a Wife owes to 
a Husband, will acquita WOMAN of certain 
Crimes, for which they will pont a Man 
with Death. : 

© Wuat Ihave menefned, therefore, fhews 
how much the Daughter is under the abfolute 
Controul of her Father, and the Wife of her 
Husband : So that, you fee, my Dear, even 
in fuch a ftrong Point as a- folemn Vow to the

LETTER XI. 
From Mrs. B. to Lady DavERS. 


_ My good Lady, 
yo command me to acquaint you with the 
Proceedings between Mr. Murray and Mifs 

Nanny Darnford: And Mifs Polly makes it very 
eafy for me to obey you, in this Particular, and 
in very few Words; for fhe fays, every thing was 
adjufted before fhe came away, and the Cere- 
mony, fhe believes, may be performed by this 
time. She rejoices that fhe was out of the 
way of it: For fhe fays, Love is fo aukward a 
Thing to Mr. Murray, and Good-humour fo un- 
¢ommon a one to Mifs Nancy, that fhe hopes fhe 
fhall never fee fuch another Courthhip. 

~ Mr. B. teizes Mifs, that fhe is a little piqu’d, 
(and that fhe fhew’d it by a fatirical Fling or two 
in a former Letter to me) that her humble Servant 
took her at her Word: And yet he acknowleges, 
that he believes fhe defpifes him; and indeed 
Mr. Murray has fhewn, that he deferves to be de- 
{piled by her. 

“SHE fays, Nothing has piqu’d her in elie whole 
Affair, but the T tiumph it gave to that 2//-natur'd 
Girl, as fhe juftly calls her Sifter, who has infulted 
het unmercifully on that Account; and yet = 
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fo low and mean a Spite, that fhe has been vex’d 
at herfelf to fhew the leaft Concern on the Occa- 
fion. But ungenerous Teizing is an intolerable 
thing, as fhe fays; and often repeated, will vex 
a Mind naturally above it: Had it, fays the, come 
from any body elfe, I fhould not have heeded its 
but how can one defpife a Sifter? 

We have been at the Play-houfe feveral times s 
and, give me Leave to fay, Madam, (for I have 
now read as well as feen feveral) That 1 think the 
Stage, by proper Regulations, might be made a pro- 
fitable Amufement. But nothing more convinces 
one of the Truth of the common Obfervation, That 
the beft Things, corrupted, prove the worft, than 
thefe Reprefentations. The Terror and Compun- 
ion for evil Deeds, the Compaffion for a juft Di- 
ftrefs, and the general Beneficence which thofe lively 
Exhibitions are fo capable of raifing in the human 
Mind, might be of great Service, when dire@ted to 
right Ends, and induced by proper Motives: Parti- 
cularly, where the Actions which the Cataftrophe is 
defign’d to punifh, are not fet in {uch advantageous 
Lights, as fhall deftroy the End of the Moral, and 
make the Vice that ought to be cenfured, imitable ; 
where Inftrudtion is kept i in View all the Way ; ; and 
where Vice is punifhed, and Virtue rewarded. 

BuT give me Leave to fay, that I think there is 
hardly one Play I have feen or read hitherto, but 
has too much of Love in it, as that Paffion is gc- 
nerally treated. How unnatural in fome, how in- 
flaming in others, are the Defcriptions of ic!— 
In moft, rather Rant and Fury, like the Loves of 
the fiercer Brute Animals, as Vzrgi/, tranflated by 
io defcribes them, than the foft, fighing, 

PE? fearfully- 
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fearfully-hopeful Murmurs, that fwell the Bofonts 
of our gentler Sex; and the refpectful, timorous, 
fubmiflive Complainings of the other, when the 
Truth of the Paflion humanizes, as one may fay, 
their more rugged Hearts. 

Iw particular, my dear Lady, wifi irahse Inde- 
licates do thefe Writers of Tragedy often make of 
our Sex? They don’t enter into the Paffion at all, 
if [have any Notion of it: But when the Authors 
want to paint it ftrongly, (at leaft in thofe Plays I 
have feen and read) their Aim feems to be to raife 
a Whirlwind, as I may fay, which fweeps down 
Reafon, Religion, and Decency ; and carries every 
laudable Duty away before it; fo that all the Ex- 
ample can ferve to fhew, is, how a difappointed 
Lover may rage and ftorm, refent and revenge. 
Tue Play I firft faw was the Tragedy of the 
Diftrefs'd Mother, and a great many beautiful 
Things I think there are in it: But half of it is 
atempeftuous, cruel, ungovern’d Rant of Paffion, 
and ‘ends in Cruelty, Bloodfhed, and Defolation, 
which the Truth of Story not warranting, as Mr. B. 
rells me, makes it the more Pity, that the original 


Author (for it is a French Play tranflated, you ~ 


know, Madam) had not conduéted it, fince it was 


in his Choice, with lefs Terror, and with greater . 


Propriety, to the Paffions intended to be raifed, 
and aQtually raifed in many Places. 

I NEED not tell your Ladyfhip what the Story 
is; and yet it is neceffary, as you demand my Opi- 
nion, that I fhould give alittle Sketch of it. It is 
this, then: ‘ Pyrrhus, the Son of Achilles, is be- 
: trothed to Hermione, the Daughter of Mene- 
. 5 Mes 3 3 but Lecfor’s Widow, Andromache, with 

: « Afyanax, 
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¢ Aftyanax, her Son by Heéfor, in the Divifion of 
‘ the Trojan Captives, falls to the. Lot of Pyrrhus, 
‘who flighting Hermione, (aQually fent to his 
¢ Court, and zz his Court, waiting his good Plea- 
‘fure to efpoufe her) falls in Love with Andro- 
‘ mache. Oreftes, the Son of Agamemnon, in 
“Love with Hermione, is fent Embaffador from 
‘the other Greek Princes to demand the Life of 
¢ Afiyanax, for fear the poor Infant fhould become 
‘ another Heéfor, and avenge his, Father’s Death; 
<a moft improbable, unprincely, and bafe-hearted: 
‘ Fear, as Pyrrhus himfelf reprefents it. Pyrrhus,

“ing. He caufes this to be done. When done, 
“ he applies to /dermione, expeting her Applaufe, 
‘who then violently upbraids him for having 

veecya her; and flying towards the Temple, 

‘mects the Body of Pyrrhus, and ftabs herfelf 
< upon it. 
© Upon this, Oreftes runs mad, and it is  faid 
‘to be the fineft mad Scene in any Linglifo Play. 
| € ——~ Andromache remains Queen; her Son lives; 

“ and being diverted from her own bloody Purpofe, 
€ fhe has nothing to do, but to give Orders for 

‘ the Funeral of Pyrrkus, and to bring her Son in 
* Triumph from a Prifon to a Palace.’ 

THis is, in brief, the Story. Now, Madam, 
fince you expe it from me, I will tell you, in 
my artiefs Way, what I think not quite fo pretty, 
and what is great and beautiful in this Play ; which, 
upon the Whole, however, I was much pleafed 
with, and fhould have been more, had there been 
lefs Terror in it, and more Probability,« as I pre- 
fume to fay, in fome of its Parts; and had not the 
fofret Paflion in Nature been treated as fuch a 
flaming Thing, as cannot be a woxthy Example 
to Female Minds. 

AND firft, I could not but obferve, that the 
Plea of the Princes of Greece for the Murder of 
AAfiyanax, ahelplets Infant, to procure which, and 
for nothing elfe, they {end one of the chief Princes 
of Greece Embafiador to Pyrrkus, is a very poor 
- one, and moft eafily anfwer’d. — For thus Oreffes 
‘fays, among other yery pompous Things:

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Have you fo foon forgot the mighty Hektor? 

The Greeks remember his high-brandith'd Sword, 

That filld their States with Widows and with 
Orphans ; 

For which they call for Vengeance on his Son. 

Who knows what he may one Day prove ?— 


AwND in another Place: 


Troy may again revive, and anew Hektor — 
Rife in Aftyanax, — 

AND in another Place: 
Sir, call to mind th’ unrivalld Strength of Troy, 


Her Walls, her Bulwarks, and her Gates of Brafs, 
Her Kings, her Heroes, and imbattled Armies. 


WHat Tragedy Pomp is this! How poor the 
Plea from Princes and Heroes, when it is fo eafily 
anf{wer'd by Pyrrhus, in this manner!

AAll but a Child, and he in Bondage held. .

_ Burt, what if this very Pyrrhus, after Twenty 
humane and generous Things, which the Poet 
makes him fay, fhews, that all this right Thinking 
is only owing to. his Paffion for the Mother? And 
as foon as fhe gives him to underftand fhe is refolv’d 
to remain Heéfor’s Widow, he determines to give 
way to the Embaffy and Threats of the Grecian 
Princes, which .he had fo juftly defpifed, and to 
deftroy the Infant. But firft he tells her:

THI, inrages the Hero ; and what he fhould 
»have admired her, for, had his Soul been half as

The Son fall anfwer for his Mother's Scorn. 
The Greeks demand him: Nor will I indanger 
My Realms, to pleafure an ungrateful Woman. 


AGCORDINGLY he refolves to facrifice the 
Child; todo Juftice to Hermione, out of Spite to 
Andromache: And, moft ungencroufly, knowing 
Oreftes \oyes Hermione to Diftration, tells him, 
he fhall grace his Nuptial Rites, and he will receive 
Hermione from his Hands.

Should this Paflion of unbridled Love 
be reprefented in fuch a ftrong, fuch an irrefiftible 
Light, to an Audience, who muft be taught, that 
the higheft Ingratitude, the moft rageful Extreme 
of fenfual Paflion, the moft unjuftifiable A@ions, 
and the Sacrifice of all Confiderations of publick 
Good, and private Right, had Examples all in this 
Piece to warrant them? 

‘Tis true, Pyrrhus is punifhed by a cruel Af 
.faffination —~ Hermione falls by her own Hand 
for caufing Oreffes to procure him to be murder’d, 
and the: Phrenfy of Oreffes. becomes his Punith- 
ment: But what a-Scene of Terror docs all this 

| rail¢) 
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raife? How unlikely to be an Exemplar either to 
publick or private Life? And what a hard Fate is 
that of Hermione, flighted, defpifed, infulted, by 
the Man fhe lov’d, to whom fhe was betrothed, 
and: whofe Refentment therefore was warranted, 
had it fhewn itfclf in atmoft any AG fhort of the 
Murder, which, in the Violence of her Paflion, 
fhe commanded Ore/fes to perpetrate? 

TuHen, Madam, the Love of Hermione for 
Pyrrbus, is. act,-1 think, of that delicate Sort 
which ought to be fet before our Sex for an Exam- 
ee not Love, that of a Woman 
lighted and, however juft, fuppofing our Sex to 
Haye fuch revengciul Hearts, when flighted by the 
Man they love, isnot fo exemplary as one would 
with: And befides, fhe is repre{ented as fometimes 
Sighing and xifoing for Orcfies ; when a true Love 
bears nor ‘the Thought of any Object, but thae 
one it fighs for, even fhould that one be thought 
unerateful, Thus it is faid of Oreffes by her Con- 
fidantes © | 


Oreftes, whoft Return you oft had wifi'd, 
The Man whofe Suff’rings yeu fo oft lamented, 
And often praisd his Conftancy and Love, 


- Tuen Hermione repeats her Woman's Words ; 


That Love, that Conftancy, fo ill requited —

Hermione's i is founded in confefs'd Ingrati- 
tude to Ureffes, and fhe perfeveres in it to Pyrrhus, 
when the Indignities put.upon her fhould have 
miade her fooner wifh for Death, than for fo pera 
jured a Man; and yet, I think, fhe fhews an incon- 
fitent Tendernefs for Oreffes, (as I have hinted ) 
while her Paflion for Pyrrhus flames out with fo 
much Violence. 

Tue Motive of Andromache, (for hers is the 
moft perfect Character in the Piece, and defigned

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to be fo by the Poet) to fave her Son, is the beft a

Uncertainty of fecuring that Point, ‘by the mere. 


Formality of. joining Hands with Pyrrhus, and 


her Refolution to deftroy herfelf, in Defiance of. 


her Vows juft plighted to be his, was a ftrange Ex- 
pedient to preferve her Widowhood, and her Child: 

For, was it very likely, that a Man fo wildly in 
Love: withher, as to forego all other juft and pru- 
dent Confiderations for her, (and who had fhewn, 

that he would have deftroy’d her Son, but for the 
fake, of Her Perfon’) would, when difappointed by 


fo great.‘a Rafhnefs, have hazarded his Realms in

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Very nobly faid! But I cannot forbear making 


‘one Obfervation on Occafion of Self-murder, 
which, however the Poets may be juftify’d by the 
Examples of the Greeks and Romans, when they. 
draw their Stories from them, yet, in fuch a 
gloomy, faturnine Nation as ours, where Self- 
murders are more frequent, than in all the Chri- 
ftian World befides, methinks all thofe Stories 
fhould be avoided, for publick Entertainment : 
‘Or, where there is a Neceflity, as in the Play of 
Cato, for Inftance, to introduce fuch a wicked Pra- 
cticc, the bad Example fhould be obviated, and 
the Poifon it may adminifter, antidoted, by more 
forcible .Leffons than what thefe few doubtful 
Words exprefs:

So, in this Tragedy I am fpeaking of, when 
dTermione deftroysherfelf, and Andromache defigns 
to do the like, fhould the Exg/z/h Poet have left 
this Pra@tice unguarded or unaccompany’d by pro- 
per Leffons and Cenfures in fucha Country as ours? 

THE ftaggering Doubts and Diftrefs of Her- 
mione, after fhe had engaged Oreffes in the Murder 
of Pyrrhus, between her Love and Refentment ; 
+her Queftions to her Woman, whether, as he ap- 
proach’d the Temple to marry her Rival, in Breach 
-of his Vows of Betrothment to her, his Counte- 
nance fhewed not fome Tokens of Remorfe; are 
“very natural to one in her amorous Circumftance, 
4 fanfy : | 


But fay, Cleone, didft thou mark him well ? 
Was his Brow fmooth? Say, did there not appear 
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Some Shade of Grief 2? Some little Cloud of Sorrow ? 
Did he not fop ? “Did he not once look back ?

Did he not —Oh! be quick, and tell me all. 


_ Tuts, Madam, I think, is charmingly natural. 
And on Cleone’s Anfwer, That he went to the 
Temple with Joy and Tranfport, unguarded, and 
all his Cares imploy’d to gratify Andromache in 
her Son’s Safety, it is the lefs to be wonder’d art, 
that fhe fhould be quite exafperated, and, forgetting 
all her Love for the ingrateful Prince, fhould fay : 


Enough! he dies ! —~ the Traitor ! — Where's 
Oreftes? | | 


’ THERE are feveral Circumftances of Horror 
in this Play, that made me fhudder; but I think 
none like the Defcription the Poet puts into the 
Mouth of Py/ades, the infeparable Friend of Ore- 
ftes, who, far from avoiding to fhock the Soul of 
his Friend, by gently infinuating the Fate of that 
Hermione, on whom he had fixed his Happincfs, 
thus terribly, with all the Aggravations that could 
attend fuch a Tragedy, points out the horrid Adtion ; 
taking care even to make her as impious in her Re- 
proaches of the Deity for her own Rafhnefs, as 
fhe was in the Violence by which fhe dics; and fo 
leaving a dreadful Example (which I prefume was 
not needful to be left) of final Impenitence, efpe- 
cially in a fuffering Character, that had not merited 
the Evils {ic met with. oe 
~ Tuusit is defcrib’ds; and Iam affected with the 
Tranf{cription of a Paffage, which the Poet has la- 
bour'd, more than he ought, I think, to fhew the 
Force of his defcriptive Vein: — 7 
. 7 G2 Full 
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Full of Diforder, Wildnefs in her Looks, 
With Hands expanded, and diftevell'd Hair, 
Breathlefs and pale, with Shrieks foe fought the 
«Temple. 
In the Midway fhe met the Corps of Pyrthus: 
She ftartled at the Sight: Then, ftiff with Horror, 
Gaz'd frightful! Waken'd from the dire Amaze, 
She aed her E:yes to Heav'n, with fuch a Look, 
As fpoke her Sorrows, and reproach’d the Gods. 
Then plung’d a Poniard deep within her Breaft, 
And fell on Pytthus, gra/ping him im Death. 


- Juuis, from a Friend, to a Lover of the mife- 
rable Hermzone, tho’ the Poet might think it the 
only Way he had left to make Oreffes run quite 
diftrated, yet was not, I prefume to fay, very ju- 
dicioufly put into the Mouth of a beloved Friend, 
anxious for his Safety, and to get him off, after the 
Murder; and whofe Part, till now, had been rather 
that of foothing, like a true Friend, the Sorrows 
of his Mind. 

THE Moral of the Whole only regards Andro- 
mache; nor is there, indeed, any thing but Vio- 
Jence and Terror in the reft of the Story and Cha- 
racters; as if the Poet was determin’d to fink all 
into one, and make that great, at the Expence of 
the reft. “Tis, however, in my humble Opinion, 
a good one, to fhew that Perfons in Diftrefs ought 
never to defpond, be their Affli@tions. what they 
will; and ought to have weigh’d with Audromache 
herfelf, to make her avoid the Crime ef Suicide, 
which fhe had refolv’d upon, fince this Moral is 
put into her Mouth; but fo late, that it feems 
rather to make her good by an Event fhe could not 
 forefee, 
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forelee, than by the Prudence of her Reficétions, 
which would not, without that Event, have pre- 
vented her from a rafh Action, that muft have ren- 
der’d the Moral ineffectual: 


Tho’ plung'd in Ills, and exercis'd in Care, 

Yet never let the noble Mind de/patr. | 
Where prefs'd by Dangers, and befet with Foes, 
Lhe Gods their timely Succour interpofe ;

Now, Madam, good as this Moral is, 1 fhould 
rather, in Generofity, have had it recommended, 
from any Mouth than that of Andromache: For 
what is the Confolation fhe receives? What are 
the Expedients fhe fo much.rejoices in? Why, in. 
the firft Place, the Murder of a Prince who lov'd 
her more than his own Glory, and to whom fhe 
had juft given her Faith, as a fecond Husband, tho’ 
forced to it, from a laudable Motive: And next, 
The Self-murder of Hermione, the Diftraction of 
Oreftes, and the Profpeé of fucceeding with her 
_ Son to the Throne of the murder’d Prince; from 
which, however, fhe could not cxpeé but be dri- 
ven, and her Son at laft to be deftroy’d, by thofe 
vengeful Confederates, who had joined, by a folemn 
Embaffy, to demand his Life, and who now, by 
his Elevation, had ftronger Reafons to apprehend 
Danger from him; and lef Difficulty to effe& his. 
Ruin, fince Pyrrhus was no more. | 

B ut judge, my dear Lady, what, afterthe Play was 
over, I muft think of the Epilogue, and indeed of that 
Part of the Audience, which called out forie, 
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AN Epilogue fpoken by Mrs. Oldfield in the 
Character of Andromache, that was more fhocking 
to me, than the moft terrible Parts of the Play; as 
by lewd, and even fenfelefs Double Entendre, it 
could be calculated only to efface all the tender, 
all the virtuous Sentiments, which the Tragedy 
was defign’d to raife. 

T HE Pleafure this was receiv'd with by t the Men, 
was equally barbarous and infulting; every one 
turning him{clf to the Boxes, Pit, and Galleries, 
where Ladies were, to fee how they look’d, and 
how they ftood an emphatical and too well pro- 
nouncd Ridicule, not 6nly upon the Play in gene- 
ral, but upon the Part of pis saree in particular, 
which had been fo well fuftain’d by an excellent 
Adtrefs; and I was extremely mortify’d to fee my 
favourite (and the only perfect) Character, de- 
bas'd and defpoil’d, and the Widow of Hedéfor, 
Prince of Troy, talking Naftinefs to an Audience, 
and fetting it out with all the wicked Graces of 
Adtion, and affected Archnefs of Look, Attitude, 
and Emphafis. | 

I stoop up —— Dear Sir ! — Dear Mifs !—- 
faid I, 

Wuarm's the Matter, my Love? faid’ Mr. B. 
fmiling, who expected, as he told me afterwards, 
‘to fee me mov'd by this vile Epilogue —— for it is 
always call’d for, it feems. 

W ny have I wept the Diftreffes of the injur’d: 
Hermione : ? whifper’'d I: Why haveI been mov‘d 
by the Murder of the brave Pyrrbus, and fhock’d 
by the Madnefs of Orefées ¢ 1s it for this? See you 
not Heéfor’s Widow, the noble Andromache, in- 
sian: the Defign of the whole Play, pesca 

CE 
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‘her own Sex, but indeed motft of all ridiculing and 
fhaming, in my Mind, that Part of the Audience, 
~ who have call’d for this vile Epilogue, and thofe 
who can be delighted with it, after. fuch Scenes of 
Horror and Diftrefs ? 

_ He was pleas‘ to fay, fmiling, I expected, my. 
Dear, that your Delicacy, and Mifss too, would 
be fhock’d on this prepofterous Occafton. I never 
faw this Play, Rake as I was, but the Impropricty 
of the Epilogue fent me away diffatisfy’d with it, 

and with human Nature too: And you only fee, 
by this one Inftance, what a Character that of an 
Actor or Adtrefs is, and how capable they are to 
perfonate any thing for a forry Subfiftence. 

WELL, but, Sir, faid I, are there not, think 
you, extravagant Scenes and Characters enough in 
moft Plays, to juftify the Cenfures of the Virtuous 
upon them, that the wicked Fricnd of the Authog 
muft crown the Work in an Epilogue, for fear the 
_ Audience fhould go away improv’d by the Repre- 

{entation ? It is not, I‘fee, always Narrowne(s of 
Spirit, as I have heard fome fay, that opens the 
Mouths of good People againft thefe Diverfions. 

In this wild way, talk’d I; for I was quite out 
of Patience at this uunatural and unexpected Piece 
of Ridicule, tack’d tofo feriousa Play, and coming 
after {uch a Moral. 

HERE is a Specimen, my dear Lady, of my.

I LIKED this Part of the Title; tho’ I can’t fay 
Y was pleas’d at all with the other, explanatory of 
it; Or—— The Accomplifvd Fools. But when I 
was told it was written by Sir Richard Steele, and 
that Mr. 4ddz/fon had given fome Hints towards it, 
if not fome Charatters, O dear Sir, faid I, give us 
your Company to this Play; for the Authors of the 


'. Spectators cannot poflibly produce a faulty Scene. 


Mr. &. indeed {mil’d; for [had not then read 
the Play: And the Earl of F. his Countefs, Mifs 
‘Darnford; Mr. B. and myfclf, agreed to meet 
with a Niece of my Lord in the Stage Box, which 
was taken on purpofe, 

THERE 
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THERE feems to me, my dear Lady, to bea | 
great deal of Wit and Satire in the Play: But, 
upon my Word, I was grievoufly difappointed as 
to the Morality “of it: Nor, in fome Places, is 
Probability preferv'd; and there are divers Speeches 
fo very free, that I could not have expected to 
meet with fuch, from the Names I mention’d. 

I sHOULD be afraid of being cenfur'd for my 
Pref{umption, were I to write to any body lefs 
indulgent to me than your Ladyfhip: But [ will 
make no Apologies to you, Madam. ——Lct me 
fee, then, can I give you the brief Hiftory of this 
Comedy, as I did of the Tragedy ? ——I profeds, I 
hardly know, whether I. can or nots; at leaft, 
whether I fhould or not. —— But [ll try. 

THe Tender Husband, Mr. CLERIMONT, 
has for his Wife a Lady who has travelled, and is 
far gone in all the French Fafhions: ‘ She brought 
“me, fays he, ‘ anoble Fortune; and I thought 
‘ fhe had a Right to fhare it; therefore carry’d her 
“ to fee the World, forfooth, and make the Tour 
© of France and Italy, where fhe learn’d to lofc 
« her Money gracefully, to admire every Vanity in 
“ our Sex, and contemn every Virtue in her own ; 
© which, with Ten thoufand other Perfections, are 
‘ the ordinary Improvements of a travell’d Lady.’ 

TENDER as the Husband wasto be {uppos‘d to 
the Wife, (which, by the way, is not extremely 
apparent, in proper or right Inftances of Tender- 
nefs) I prefume to think, he fhews no great Po- 
lirenefs to the Sex in gencral in this Speech ; and 
the Poet will be the lefs excufable for it, if he has 
not drawn a general Character of travell’d Ladics ; 
and much lefs flill, if ic fhall appear, that that of 

Mrs. Cle- 
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Mrs. Clerimont, on which this general Reflection 
is founded, is carry'd beyond N ature, and Probay 
bility too. 

But what is.the Method. the Tender Husband 
takes to reclaim the Lady ?-——- Why this: He fets 
a former Miftrefs of his own to work, in Man’s 
Cloaths, to infnare her: And thus he declares him- 
felf ——‘ Now I can neither mortify her Vanity, 
‘ that I may live at Eafe with her, nor quite 4/- 
‘ card her, till I have catch’d her a little inlarging 
“her innocent Freedoms, as fhe calls them. For 
. © this End I am content to be a French Husband, 
‘ tho’, now-and-then, with the fecret Pangs of an 
© Italian one; and therefore, Sir, or Madam, (to 
his Miftrefs Lucy, under the Name of Mr. Fain: 
LOVE, in the Drefs of a young Coxcomb) ‘ you 

“ are thus equipp'd to attend and accoft her Lady- 
€ fhip.’ A Speech unneceflary to Fainlove, who 
was drefs'd before for that Purpofe, and had aétu- 
ally won Money, in that Character, of Mrs. C/e- 
rimont. But the Poet had no other way to lee 
the Audience know it, as it fhould feem—‘< Ie’ 

“ concerns you, continues he, ‘ to be diligent: If 

‘we (2. ¢. Himfelf and his Lady) wholly part —— 
‘ Ineed fay mo more: If we do not —T ll fee thee 
‘ well provided for.’ 

HERES a fine moral Scene open’d, my. Lady, 
with regard to Mr. Clerimont, his Lady, and his 
kept Miftrefs! Mr. Fainlove, alias Mrs. Lucy, un- 
dcrtakes the Task, in Hopes to live with Mr. C/e- 
rimont, in cafe of a Divorce from his Wife; or 
to be provided for, in cafe the Plot does not fuc- 
ceed: Which makes it apparent, that, to fay 
nothing of his Morality, poor Lucy had not met 

, with, 
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with a generous Man in Mr.-Cleriment, fince, after 
the Forfeiture of her Honour, fhe was ftill to do 
a.more infamous Jobb, if poflible, to one for 
herfelf a Provifion from him, 

THEN Mx. Clerimont proceeds to infrud the 
new-made Man, how to behave like a Coxcomb,: 
in order ta engage his Lady’s Attention, and to 
join in all her Foibles, till fhe can furnifh him with: 
an Opportunity to detect them in fuch away, as 
fhall give a Pretence for aDivorce (a Hint that has 
been fcandaloufly improved, and made more fathion- 
able, fince this Play was written); and this he 
does in fuch free Language and Adtion, as mutt 
' difguft any modeft Perfon of either Sex. 

THEN the Poet caufes this faithful Miftrefs, in 
order to make her Charaer fhine above that of 
the Wife, and indeed above his own likewife, to- 
prefent her Imployer with Bills for s00/. which 
fhe tells him fhe won of his Wife the preceding 
Night ; and makes up 2000/, which Mr. Clerj-- 
mont fays, this unprovided-for Miftrefs of his has.

THE next Charatter is CAPTAIN CLERI- 
MONT, Brother to the other Gentleman, a Man 
of Fafhion and of the World, who being a younger 
Brother, has his Fortune to make; and we fhall 
{ce prcfently, how he propofcs to make it. — 
THE 
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THE next is POUNCE, an infamous Jobber or 
Broker of Stocks, Marriages, or any thing — 
“whofe Character be pleas'd to take in his own 
Words: ‘ Now ’tis my Profeflton to affift a free- 
‘ hearted young Fellow againft an unnatural long - 
‘ iv'd Father —— to difincumber Men of Pleafure 
‘ of the Vexation of unwieldy Eftates; to fupport 
‘a feeble Title to an Inheritance !)——-One that 
Mr. Clerimont fays, by way of Praife, he has feen 
prompting a ftammering Witnefs in Wef/tminfter- 
hall, that wanted Inftruétion ; and could venture 
his Ears with great Bravery for his Friend. | 

A WORSE Charaéter than this, can there be? 
Yet is it not produced to be punifhed, neither. 

THE next Perfon introduced is HEZEKIAH 
TipKkiNn, a Banker in Lombard-fireet, a Man of 
an infamous and fordid Chara&ter, and a vile 
Ufurer: Who has a beautiful Niece, Mifs BRIDGET 
TIPKIN, Over-run with Affectation and Romance ; 
with a great Fortune in Money, which fo attra&ts 
the Captain, that he fuppofes, in a fordid, but 
witty manner enough, all imaginable Perfc¢tions 
in her Perfon, before he has a Sight of it. This 
young Lady, by a Treaty between her Uncle Zzp- 
kin and Sir HARRY GUBBIN, atyrannical, pofi- 
tive, hot-headed Country Gentleman, is defign’d 
to be marry’d to HUMPHREY, the Son of Sir Harry, 
a Creature fo favage, fo rough, and fo ftupid, that 
there cannot be drawn a ftronger Contrafte between 
his Character and that of Mifs Bridget. 

Mr. ‘Pounce, who is imploy’d as a Broker in 
their Match, is, fora Reward of 1000/. to cheat 
them and poor Humphrey, and to procure this 
young Lady for Captain Clerimont, Admirable 

: Juttice 
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Juftice and Morality, all round! you'll fay, my 
Lady. —— For this Purpofe, it was neceffary, that 
Mr. Pounce fhould find Mr. Humphrey {fo great a 
Fool, that, tho’ he never faw him before, he very 
eafily fets him againft his Father, and againft his 
Coufin Bridget ; and all this on the Wedding- 
day, in order to induce him to make Court to a 
Perfon he tells him of, but never faw: And who 
fhould this Perfon be, as he tells him, but the 
Sifter of Fainlove, Clerimont’s Man-drefsd Mi- 
ftrefs; which Sifter, however, was to be Faznlove, 
or Lucy herfelf, with a worthy Intent to impofe 
upon poor Humphrey, asa Wife, this caft-off Mi- 
ftrefs of C/erimont ? A juft, a generous, an exem- 
plary Plot this! 

- THE next Character is an old Maiden Gentle- 
woman, Aunt to Mifs Bridget, an antiquated 
Virgin, who, as Pounce fays, has a mighty Affea- 
ation for Youth, and is a great Lover of Men 
and Money ——- and fhe is fet over her’ Niece as a 
Promoter of the Match with Humphrey — Over 
this Lady Mr. Pounce has a great Afcendant, half 
for fordid Reafons, and half for amorous ones ; 
and fhe makes a thorough ridiculous and improba- 
ble Chara&ter. Pounce introduces Captain Cleri- 
mont into the Company of this Aunt and her 
Niece ; and entertains the former, while the Captain 
_ engages the latter on the Subje& of her beloved 
Romance. Thefe, with Mrs. Clerimont’s Maid 
JENNY, are the principal Charaéters, 

INEED not, my Lady, take up much of your 
Time, or my own, to tell you how they proceed. 
Mr. Clerimont, then, after bearing from his 

Wife, what hardly any Gentleman could bear, 

: | | furprifes 
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furprifes Fainlove as a Man (and a very wicked 
Scene it is, in every Part) taking fhocking Free- 
doms with her: And falling into a feigned Rage, 
threatens to kill Fasulove: The Lady at firft me- 
naces, and is haughty and arrogant; but finding 
by her Husband’s Behaviour to Lacy, whom he 
then addreffes with Fondnefs before her Face, that 
fhe is trick’d by a Woman in Man’s Habit, in her 
Turn would kill the Impoftor as Lucy, whorn as 
Fainlove fhe try’d to fave; and a Scene on this 
Occafion occurs, to my thinking, very ridiculous. 
Mr. Clerimont then upbraids her with her Guilt ;

Pounce fhameleffly glorying, and /ucceeding 
in his Villainy, and deeming the Imputation of 
the worft of Rogueries to him, as a Panegyrick : 
And fuch Immoralities, mingled with Obf{cenities, 
al] thro’, that I was glad when the Play was over. 

Bur yet, to fay Truth, there are very pretty 
Defcriptions, and a great deal.of Wit and Hu- 
mour in it. The Dialogue is lively; the Painter's

World, and that otherwife he would not undergo 
any Service at all. —~ Why. then fhould this be ex- 
acted from a‘Child? 
_ Lert therefore, if J may prefume to fay fo, in- 
nocent Rewards be prepes'd, and Iect us be contented 
to lead on the duétile Minds of Children to a Love 
of their Duty, by obliging them with fuch: We 
may tell them what we expec? in this:‘Cafe; but we 
ought not, I humbly conccive, to be too rigorous 
in exacting it; for, after all, the Inducement will 
certainly be the uppermoft Confideration with the 
Child: “Tis out of Nature to fuppofe it otherwife ; 
nor, as l-hinted, had ict been offer’d to it, if the 
Parent himfelf had not thought fo. And therefore 
we can only let the Child know his Duty in this 
refpea&, and .that he ought to give a Preference to 
‘that ; and then reft ourfelyes contented, altho’ we 
fhould difcern, that the Reward is the chief Incen- 
tive, if.it do but oblige to the Performance of it. 
For this, :from whatever Motive inculcated, may 
beget a Habit in the Child of doing it; and then, 
: aS it improves in Years, one may hope, Reafon will 
take place, amd enable him, from the moft folid 
and durable Motives, to give a Preference.to the 
Duty. . 
Upon the Whole, then, may I, Sir, venture to 

fay, That-we fhould not infift upon it, that the 
Child fhould fo nicely diftinguifh away its little s7- 
- nate Paflions, as if we expected i it to be born a Phi- 
Jofopher? Self-denial is indeed a moft excellent 
Do@rine, to be inculcated into Children; and it 
muft be done early too: But we muft not be too fe- 
a vere 
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vere in our exacting it; fora Duty too rigidly infifted 
upon, will make it odious. This Mr. Locke him- 
felf excellently obferves in another Place, on the 
Head of too great Severity ; which he illuftrates by 
a familiar Comparifon : ‘ Offenfive Circumftances, 
‘ fa sys he, ordinarily affe& innocent Things, which 
‘ they are joined with. And the very Sight of a 
‘ Cup, wherein any one ufes to take naufeous Phyr — 
“ fick, turns his Stomach; fothat nothing will relith 
“ well out of it, tho’ the Cup be never: {0 clean and 
‘ well-fhap‘d, and of the richeft Materials,’ | 
PERMIT me, dear Sig, to“add, That Mr. Locke 
proceeds to explain him{efMtill more ugoroully on 
the Subje& of Rewards; which I quote, to fhew i 
have not mifunderftood him: ‘ But thefe Enjoy | 
‘ments, /ays he, fhould never be offer'd or be- 
< ftow’'d on Children, as the Rewards of this or 
‘ that particular Performance, that they fhew an 
¢ Averfion to, or to which they would not have ap- 
« ply ‘d themfelves without that Temptation.’ If, my 


dear Mr. B. the Minds of Children caz be led on 
‘by innocent Inducements to the Performance of a 
Duty, of which they are capable, what I have hum- 
bly offer’d, is enough, I prefume, to convince'one, 


that it way be done. But if ever a particular Study 
be propos to be mafter’d, or a Byas to be over- 


come,. (that is not an indipenfable Requifite to his 
future Life or Morals) to which the Child fhews an 


Averfion, I would not, methinks, have him be too 
much tempted, much lefs compell’d, to conquer or 


‘fubdue it, efpecially if ic appear to be a natural ar 


rivetted Averfion. 
For, Sir, permit me to obferve, that the Edu- 
cation and Studies of Children.ought, as.much as 
. poilible, 
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poflible, to be fuited to their Capacities and Incli- 
nations: And, by this. means, we may expect to 
have always ‘fetal, and often great Men, in dif- 
ferent Profe For, that Genius, which does 
not prompt to the Profecation of one Study, may 
fhine in another no lefs neceflary Part of Science. 
But, if the Promife of innocent Rewards would 
conquer this Averfion, yet they fhould not be ap- 
plied with this View; for the bett Confequence 
that can be hop’d for, will be tolerable Skill in one 
thing, inftead of moft excellent in another, 

NEVERTHELESS, I mutt repeat, that if, as the 
Child grows up, and is capable of fo much Reafon, 
that, from the Love of the Inducement, one can 
raife his Mind to the Love of the Duty, ic fhould 
be done by all means. But, my dear Mr. B. Iam 
afraid, that fat Parent or Tutor will meet but 
with little Succefs, who, in a Child’s tender Years, 
fhall refufe to comply with its Foibles, till he fees 
it values its Duty, and the Pleafure of obeying its 
Commands, beyond the little Enjoyment on which 
its Heart is fixed. For, as 1 humbly conceive, that 

‘Mind, which can be brought to prefer its Duty to 
its Appetites, will want little of the Perfection of 
the wifeft Philofophers. 

BESIDES, Sir, permit me to fay, That I am 
afraid, this perpetual Oppofition between the Pat 
fions of the Child, and the Duty to be inforced, 
efpecially when it fees how other Children are in- 
dulg’d, (for if this Regimen could be obferv’d by 
any, it would be impoflible it fhould become gene- 
ral, while the. fond and the inconfiderate Parents 
are fo large a Part of Mankind) will cow and difpi- 
rit a Child; and will, perhaps, produce a Neceflity 


of 
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of making ufe of Severity, to fubdue him to this 
Temper of Self-denial ; for if the Child refufes, the 
Parent mu/f? infitt; and what will be the Confe- 
quence? —— Mnuft it not introduce a harfher Difci- 
pline than this Gentleman allows of? — And which, 
J prefume to fay, did never yet do Good to any,. 


— but to flavifh and bafe Spirits, if to them: A Ditci- 


pline which Mr. Locke every-where juftly con- 
demns. 

See here, dear Sir, a Specimen of the Prefum- - 
ption of your Girl: What will fhe come to in time? 
you will perhaps fay —— Her next Step will be to 
arraign myfelf. —— No, no, dear Sir, don’t think 
fo: For my Duty, my Love, and my Reverence, 
fhall be your Guards, and defend you from every 
thing faucy in me, but the bold Approaches of my 
Gratitude; which fhall always teftify for me, hd

LETTER ‘CL 


My deareft Mr.B. 


I WILL continue my Subjed, altho” I have not 
had an Opportunity to know whether you ap- 
prove of my Notions or not, by reafon of the Ex- 
curfions you have been pleafed to allow me to make 
in your beloved’Campany, to the Sea-ports of this’ 
Kingdom, and tg the more noted inland Towns of 
Effex, Kent, Suffex, Hampshire, and Dorfetfiire, 
which have given me infinite Delight and Pleafure, 
and inlarzed my Notions of the W "ealth and Power 

Vou. IV. ha of 
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of the Kingdom, in which God’s Goodnefs has 
given you fo confiderable a Stake. 

My next Topick will be upon a Home Educa- 
tion, which Mr. Locke prefers, for feveral weighty 
Reafons, to a School one, provided fuch a Tutor 
can be procur’d, as he makes next to an Impoflibi- 
lity to procure. The Gentleman has fet forth the 
Inconveniencies of both, and was himfelf fo difcou~ 
rag’'d, ona Review of them, that he was ready, as 
he fays, to throw up his Pen. My chief Cares, dear 
Sir, on this Head, are Three: 1/7, The Difficulty, 
which, asI faid, Mr. Locke makes almoft infupera- 
ble, to find a qualify’d Tutor. 2d/y, The Necef- 
firy there is, according to Mr. Locke, of keeping 
the Youth out of the Company of the meaner Ser- 
vants, who may fet him:bad Examples. And, 
3dly, Thofe ftill greater Difficulties, which will 
_ arife from the Examples of his Parents, if they are 
not very difcreet and circum{peét. 

As to the Qualifications of the Tutor, Mr. Locke 
fuppofes, that he is to be fo learned, fo difcreet, fo 
wife, in fhort, fo perfect a Man, that, I doubt, and 
fo does Mr. Locke, fuch a one is hardly poflible to 
be met with, for this humble and flavifh Imploy- 
ment. I prefume, Sir, to call it fo, becaufe of the 
too little Regard that is generally paid to thefe ufe- 
ful Men, in the Families of the Great, where they 


are frequently put upon a Foot-with the uppermoft 


Servants, and the rather, if they pape to be Men 

of Modetty. 

- © |wou.b, fays this Gentleman, from Childrens 

* firft beginning to talk, have fome difcreet, fober, 

‘ nay, wife Perfon about them, whofe Care it fhould 

‘ be to fafhion them right, and to keep them from 
‘ all 
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all Ilk;-efpecially the Infetion of bad Company. 

I think, continues he, this Province requires great 

Sobricty, Temperance, Tendernefs, Diligence, 
and Difcretion; Qualities hardly to be found 
united in Perfons that are to be had for ordinary 

Salaries, nor eafily to be found any-where.’ 

Ir this, Sir, be the Cafe, does not this excellent 
Author recommend a Scheme, that is render’d in a 
manner impraCticable from this Difficulty ? 

As to thefe Qualities being more rarely to be met 
‘with in Perfons that are to be had for ordinary Sala- 
ries, I cannot help being ef Opinion, (altho’, with 
Mr. Locke, I think, no Expence fhould be f{pared, 
if that would do) that there is as good a Chance for 
finding a proper Perfon among the needy Scholars, 
(if not of alow and fordid Turn of Mind) as among 
the more Affluent: Becaufe the narrow Circum- 
ftances of the former (which probably became 4 
Spur to his own Improvement) will, it is likely, 
at firft fetting out in the World, make him be glad 
toembrace an Offer of this kind, in a Family which 
has Intereft enough to prefer him, and will quicken 
his Diligence to make him deferve Preferment : 
And if fuch a one wanted any thing of that requifite 
Politenefs, which fome would naturally expe@ from 
Scholars of better Fortune, might not that be fup- 
ply'd to the Youth by the Converfation of Parents, 
Relations, and Vifitors, in Conjun@ion with thofe 
other Helps which young Gentlemen of Family and 
large Expectations conftantly have, and which few 
learned Tutors can give him? 

I say not this, dear .Sir, to countenance the 
wretched Niggardlinefs (which this Gentleman’ 
juftly cenfures) of thofe who grudge a handfome 
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Confideration to fo neceflary and painful a Labour 
as that of a Tutor, which, where a deferving Man 
can be met with, cannot be too genteelly rewarded, 
nor himfelf too refpectfully treated. I only take 
the Liberty to deliver my Opinion, that a low Con- 
- dition is as likely, as any other, with a Mind not 
ungenerous, as I faid, to produce a Gentleman who 
has thefe good Qualities, as well for the Reafons I 
have hinted at, as for others, which might be men- 
tioned. To which, to name no more, the Merit 
of Mr. Willams and Mr. Adams will bear Wit- 
ne{s. 

But Mr. Locke proceeds with his Difficulties in 
this Particular: * To forma young Gentleman as he 
“ fhould be, /ays he, ’tis fit his Governor fhould be 

well-bred, underftand the Ways of Carriage, and 
Meafures of Civility, in all the Variety of Per- 
fons, Times, and Places; and keep his Pupil, as 
far as his Age requires, conftantly to the Obferva- 
tion ofthem. Thisisan Art, continues he, not 
to be learnt or taught by Books. Nothing can 
give it, but good Company, and Obfervation, 

join'd together.’ 
ANDin another Place, ‘ Befides being well-bred, 
the Tutor fhould know the World well; the Ways, 
the Humours, the Follies, the Cheats, the Faults 
of the Age he is fallen into, and particularly of 
the Country he lives in: Thefe he fhould be able 
to fhew to his Pupil, as he finds him capable; 
teach him Skill in Men and their Manners; pull 
off the Mask, which their feveral Callings and 
Pretences cover them with; and make his Pupil 
difcern what lics at the Bottom, under fuch Ap- 
_pearances, that he may not, as unexpcericnc’d 
| * young 
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* young Men are apt to do, if they are unwarn‘d, 
‘ take one thing for another, judge by the Outfides, 
‘ and give himfelf up to Shew, and the Infinuation 
* of a fair Carriage, or an obliging Application : 
‘ Teach him to guefs at, and beware of, the De- 
‘ figns of Men he hath to do with, neither with too 
‘ much Sufpicion, nor too much Confidence.’ 

Tus, dear Sir, is excellently faid: “Tis noble 
Theory. And if the Tutor be a Man void of Re- 
fentment and Caprice, and will not be govern’d by 
partial Confiderations in his own Judgment of Per- 
fons and Things, all will be well: But if otherwife, 
may he not take Advantage of the Confidence 
placed in him, to the Injury of fome worthy Per- 
fon, and by degrees monopolize the young Gentle- 
man to himfelf, and govern his Paflions as abfolutely, 
as I have heard fome Firft Minifters have done thofe 
of their Prince, equally to his own perfonal Difre- 
putation, and to the Difadvantage of his People? 
But, 

ALL this, and much more, according to Mr. Locke, 
is the Duty of a Tutor; and on the finding out fuch 
aone, depends his Scheme of a Home Education. 
No Wonder then, that he him{elf fays, ‘ When I 
‘ confider the Scruples and Cautions I here lay in 
* your Way, methinks it looks as if I advifed you to 
‘ fomething which I would have offer’d at, but-in 
‘ Effcé& not done, @rc. Permit me, dear Sir, in 
this Place, to exprefs my Fear, that it is hardly pof- 
fible for any one, of Talents inferior to thofe of 
Mr. Locke himfelf, to come up to the Rules he has 
Jaid down upon this Subject; and ‘tis to be que- 
ftion’d, whether even 4e, with all that vat Stock of 
natural Realen, and folid Senfe, for which, as you 
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tell me, Sir, he was fo famous, had attain’d to 
thefe Perfections, at his firft {etting out into Life. 
Now, therefore, dear Sir, you can’t imagine, 
how thefe Difficulties perplex me, as to my know- 
ing how to judge which is beft, a Home or a School 
Education. —— For hear what this excellent Author 
juftly obferves on the latter, among other things no 
lefs to the Purpofe: ‘ Iam fure, he who is able to 
* be at the Charge of a Tutor at home, may there 
give his Sona more genteel Carriage, more manly 
Thoughts, and a Senfe of what is worthy and be- 
coming, with a greater Proficiency in Learning 


into the Bargain, and ripen him up fooner into a- 


€ 

€ Man, than any at Schoolcan do. Notthat I blame 
© the School-mafter, in this, /ays he, or think it to 
‘ be laid to his Charge. The Difference is great 
‘ between Twoor Three Pupils in the fame Houfe, 
< and three or fourfcore Boys lodg’d up and down: 
¢ For, let the Matfter’s Induftry and Skill be never 
‘ fo great, it is impoflible he fhould have Fifty or a 
¢ Hundred Scholars under his Eye, any longer than 
¢ they are in the School together.’ But then, Sir, 
if there be fuch a Difficulty, as Mr. Locke fays, to 
meet with a proper Tutor, for the Home Educa- 
tion which he thus prefers, what a perplexing thing 
is this! 

Bur ftill, according to this Gentleman, another 
Difficulty attends a Home Education ; and that i is, 
what I hinted at before, in my fecond Article, The 
Neceflity of keeping the Youth out of the Company 
of the meaner Servants, who may fet him bad Ex- 
amples. For thus he fays: ‘ Here is another great 
* Inconvenience, which Children reccive from the 
: ill Examples, ‘which they meet with from the 

* meaner 
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meaner Servants. They are wholly, if poffible, to 
be kept from fuch Converfation : For the Conta- 
gion of thefe ill Precedents, both in Civility and 
Virtue, horribly infeéts Children, as often as they 
come within Reach of it. They frequently learn 
from unbred or debauched Servants, fuch Lan- 
guage, untowardly Tricks, and Vices, as otherwife 
they would be ignorant of, all their Lives. °Tis 
a hard Matter wholly to prevent this Mifchief, 
continues he; you will have very good Luck, if 
you. never have a clownifh or vicious Servant, 
and if from them your Children never get any 
Infedction.’ : 
THEN, Sir, my third Point (which I mention’d 
inthe Beginning of this Letter) makesa ftill ftronger 
Objection, as it may happen, againft a Home Edu- 
cation ; to wit, The Example of the Parents them- 
felves, if they be not very circum{peé and difcreet. | 

Avtthefe Difficulties being put together, let me, 
dear Sir, humbly propofe it, as a Matter for your 
Confideration and Determination, Whether there 
be not a middle Way to be found out in a School 
Education, that may remedy fome of thefe Incon- 
veniencies? For, fuppofe you cannot get a Tutor 
fo qualified, as Mr. jae thinks he ought to be, 
for your Billy, as he grows up. Suppofe there is 
Danger from your meaner Servants; and tuppofe 
we his Parents fhould not be able to lay ourfelves 
under the requifite Reftraints, in order to form his 
Mind by our own Examples, which, I hope, by 
Gop’s Grace, however, will not be the Cafe —— 
Cannot fome Mafter be found out, who fhall be 
fo well rewarded for his Care of a few young Gen- 
tlemen, as fhall make it worth his while to be con- 
Lh. | _ tented 
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tented with thofe few? fuppofe Five, Six, Seven, 
or Eight at moft; whofe Morals and Breeding he 
may attend to, as well as totheir Learning? The far- 
ther this Mafter lives from the young Gentlemehs 
Friends, the better it may be. We will hope, that 
he isa Man of a mild Difpofition, but ftrié in his 
Difcipline, and who fhall make it a Rule not to 
give Correction for {mall Faults, or till every other 
Method has been try’ds who carries fuch a juft 
Dignity in his Manner, without the Appearance of 
Tyranny, that his Looks may be of greater Force, 
than the Words of fome, and his Words than the 
Blows of others; and who will rather endeavour to 
fhame, thanterrify, a Youth out of his Faults. Then, 
. Sir, fuppofe this Gentleman was to allot a particular 
Portion of Time for the more learned Studies; and 
before the Youth was tir'd with tem, fuppofe an- 
other Portion was alloted for the Writing and Arith- 
metick Parts; and then, to reli¢ve his Mind from 
both, fuppofe the Dancing-majter fhould take his 
Part; and innocent Exerciies of mere Diverfion, to 
“fill up the reft, at his own Choice; in which, di- 
verted by fuch a Rotation of Imployments, (all 
thus render’d delightful by their fucceflive Varicty ) 
_ he would hardly wifh to pafs much Time. For the 
~ Dancing of itfelf will anfwer both Parts, that of 


good Breeding, and that of Exercife: And thus dif- . 


ferent Studics, at one time, may be matfter’d. 
MorEOvER the Emulation, which will be in- 
{pir'd, where there are feveral young Gentlemen, 
will be of inconceivable Ufe both to Tutor and 
Pupil, in lefiening the Trouble of the one, and ad- 
vancing the kearning of the other, which cannot 
be expected, where there is but a fingle Youth to be. 
taken care of, | SucH

SuCH a Matter will know it to be his Intercft, sa 
well as his Duty, to have a watchful Eye over the 
Condué& and Behaviour of his Servants. His Af 
fiftants, in the different Branches of Science and 
Education, will be Perfons of approved Prudence, 
for whom he will think himfelf anfwerable, fince 
his own Reputation, as well as his Livelihood, will . 
depend upon their Behaviour. The young Gentle- 
mien will have young Gentlemen for their Compa- 
nions, all under the Influence of the fame Precepts 
and Direétions; and if fome chofen Period were 
fixed, once a Week, as a Reward for fome Excel- 
lence, where, ata little Desk, rais’d a Step or two 
above the other Scats, the excelling Youth fhould 
be fet to read, under the Maftcr’s Direétion, a little 
Portion from the beft Tranflations of the Greek 
and Roman Hiftorians, and even from the beft 
Engle Authors; this might, in a very engaging 
manner, initiate them into the Knowlege of the 
Hiftory of paft Times, and of their own Country, 
and give them a Curiofity to pafs fome of their 
vacant Hours in the fame laudable Purfuit: For, 
dear Sir, I muft ftill infift, chat Rewards, and inno- 
cent Gratifications, as alfo little Honours and Dif- 
tinctions, muft needs be very attractive to the 
Minds of Youth. 

For don’t you think, dear Sir, that the pretty 
Ride, and Dairy-houfe Breakfafting *, by which 
Mifs Goodwin's Governefs diftinguifhes the little 
Ladies, who excel in their allotted Tasks, is a fine 
Encouragement to their du@ile Minds? —— Yes, it 
is, to be fire! —— And I have often thought of it

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with Pleafure, and have, in a manner, partaken of 
the Delight, with which I have fuppofed their pretty 
Hearts mutt be fill’d, on that Occafion. And why 
may not fuch little Triumphs be, in Proportion, as 
incentive to Children, to make them endeavour to 
miafter laudable Tasks, as the Roman Triumphs, of 
different Kinds, and their Mural and Civick Crowns, 
all which I have heard you {peak of, were to their 
Heroes and Warriors of old?

ence to the Home Education ; and the little Scheme 
I prefum’d to forin in my laft, was only, as you will 
be pleas’d torcmember, ona Suppofition, that thofe 
neceflary Points could not be fo well fecur’d. 
in my Obfervations on this Head, I fhall take 
the Liberty, in one or two Particulars, a little to 
differ from an Author, that I admire exceedingly 5 
and that is the prefent Defign of my writing -thefe 
Letters 5 for I fhall hereafter, if Gop {pare my Life, 
in my little Book, (when you have kindly decided 
upon the Points in which I prefume to differ from 
that Gentleman) fhew you, Sir, my great Revé- 
renceand Efteem forhim; and fhall then be able to 
let you know all my Sentiments on this important 
Subjcét, and that more undoubtingly, as I fhall be 
more improv’d by Years, and your Converfation 5 
 efpecially, 
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efpecially, Sir, if Ihave the Honour and Happinefs 
of a foreign Tour with you, of which you give 
me Hope; fo much are you pleasd with the Delight 
I take in thefe improving Excurfions, which you 
have now favour’d me with, at times, thro’ more 
than half the Kingdom. 
~~ We ctcthen, Sir, I will proceed to eur der a 
little more particularly the Subject of a Home Edu- 
cation, with an Eye to thofe Difficulties, of which 
Mr. Locke takes notice, as I mention’d in my laft. 
As to the firft, that of finding a qualify’d Tutor ; 
we muft not expec fo much Perfection, I doubt, 
as Mr. Locke lays down as neceflary. What, there- 
fore, I humbly conceive is beft to be done, will be 
to avoid chufing a Man of bigotted and narrow 
Principles, who. yet fhall not be tainted with {ce- ° 
ptical or heterodox Notions; who fhall not be a 
mere Scholar or Pedant; who has travell’d, and 
yet preferv’d his moral Character untainted 3 and 
whofe Behaviour and Carriage is eafy, unaffected, 
unformal, and genteel, as well acquiredly as natu- 
rally fo, if poflible ; ; who fhall not be dogmatical, 
pofitive, overbearing, on one hand ; nor too yield- 
ing, fuppliant, fawning, on the other; who fhall 
ftudy the Child’s natural Bent, in order to dire@. 
his Genius to the Point, in which it is moft likely 
toexcel. In order to preferve the Refpect duc ta 
his own Charaéter from every one, he muft not be 
a Bufy-body in the Family, a Whifperer, a Talc- 
bearer ; but bea Perfon of a benevolent Turn of 
Mind, ready to compofe Differences; who fhall 
avoid, of all things, that Foppifhnefs of Drefs and 
Appearance, which diftinguithes the Petits-mattres, 
and french Uthers, (that ] have feen at fome Board- 
ing- 
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ing-fchools) for Coxcombs, rather than Guides of 


Education : For, as] have heard you, my beft Tu- 
tor, often obferve, the Peculiarities of Habit, where 
a Perfon aims at fomething fantaftick, or out of 
Character, are an undoubted Sign of a wrong Head : 
For fuch a one is fo kind, as always to hang out on 
his Sign, what fort of Furniture he has in his Shop, 
to fave you the Trouble: of asking Queftions about 
him ; fo that one may as eafily know, by his out- 
ward Appearance what he zs, as one can know a 
Widow by her Weeds, | 
SucH a Perfon as I have thts negatively de- 
{crib’d, may be found without very much Difficulty 
perhaps, becaufe. fome of thefe Requifites are per- 
fonal, and others are fuch as are obvious, at firft 
Sight, toa common Penetration ; or, where not 
fo, may be found out, by Inquiry into his general 
Character and Behaviour : And to the Care of fuch 
a one, dear Sir, let me for the prefent fuppofe 
your Bz//y is committed : And fo we acquit ourfelves 
of the firft Difficulty, as well as we can, that of the 
Tutor; who, to make himfelf more perfe&, may 
form himfelf, as to what he wants, by Mr. Lacke’s 
excellent Rules on that Head. | 
- Bur before I quit this Subjeé, will you give me 
Leave, Sir, to remind you of your own Opinion 
upon it, in a Converfation that pafs'd between you 


and Sir George Stuart, and his Nephew, in Loz-. 


don ; in which you feem’d to prefer a Scots Gen- 
tleman for a Tutor, to thofe of your own Nation, 
and ftill more than to thofe of France ? Don’t you 
remember it, dear Sir? And how much thofe Gen- 
tlemen were pleas'd with your facetious Freedom 
with their Country, and faid, You made them 
| | Amends 
5 | 
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Amends for that, in the Preference you gave to 
their learn’d and travell’d Youth? If you have fore 
got it, I will here tranfcribe it from my Records, as 
I call my Book of Memorandums ; for every time I 
am pleas'd with a Converfation, and have Leifure, 
before it goes out of my Memory, T enter it down 
as near the very Words as I can; and now you 
have made me your Correfpondent, I fhall fome- 
times perhaps give you back fome Valuables from 
your own Treafure. : 

Miss Darnford, and Mr. Turner, and Mr. Fan- 
foaw, were prefent, I well remember. Thefe are 
your Words, asI have written them down : 

“ Since the Union of the Two Kingdoms, we 
‘ have many Perfons of Condition, who have taken 
Tutors for their Sons from Scotland ; which Pra- 
ctice, to {peak impartially, has been attended with 
fome advantageous Circumftances, that fhould 
not be over-look’d. For, Sir George, it muft be 
confefs'd, that notwithftanding your narrow and 
tiff manner of Education in Scotland, a Spirit 
of manly Learning, a kind of poctick. Liberty, 
as I may call it, has begun to exert itfelf in thar 
Part of the Ifland. The bluftering North, for- 
give me, Gentlemen, feems to have harden’d the 
Forcheads of her hungry Sons ; and the Keennefs 
with which they fet out for Preferment in the 
kindlier South, has taught them to know a good 
deal of the World betimes. Thro’ the eafy Terms 
on which Learning is generally attaind there, as 
it is earlier inculcated,. fo it may, probably, cake 
deeper Root : And. fince tis hardly poflible, for. 
give me, dear Sir George, and Mr. Stuart, they 
can go toa worfe Country on this Side Green- 


‘ land, 
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< Jand, than fome of the Northern Parts of Scof- 
* Jand ; {o their Education, with a View to travel, 
< and to better themfelves by Settlements in other 
“ Countries, may perhaps be fo many Reafons for 
‘ them to take greater Pains to qualify themfelves 
‘ for this Imployment, and may make them fucceed 
‘ better in it; efpecially when they have’ been able 
‘ to fhake off the Fetters which are rivetted upon 
‘ them under the narrow Influences of a tootyran- - 
‘ nical Kirk-difcipline, which you, Sir George, have 
« juft now fo freely cenfur’d. 

‘ To thefe Confiderations, when we add the Ne- 
© ceflity, which thefe remote Tutors lic under, of 
‘ behaving well, becaufe, in the firft place, they fel- 
‘ dom wifh to return to their own Country ; and 
‘ inthe next, becaufe that cannot prefer them, if 
¢ it would ; and thirdly, becaufe it would not, if 
€ it could, if the Gentleman be of an inlarged Ge- 
‘ nius, and generous way of Thinking ; I fay, when 
¢ weadd tothe Premifesthefe Confiderations, they 
¢ all make akind of Security for their good Behavi- 
¢ our: While thofe of our own Country have often 
¢ Friends or Acquaintance, on whofe Favour they 
“ are apt to depend, and for that Reafon give lefs 
¢ Attention tothe Duties requifite for this important 
¢ Office, 

~€ BESIDES, as their kind Friend c oles, who 
“ is accuftom’d to {pread and ftrengthen the bold 
‘ Mutcles of the ftrong-featur’d Scor, has generally 
‘ blown away that inaufpicious Bafhfulnefs, which 
‘ hangs a much longer time, commonly, on the 
* Faces of the Southern Students; fuch a one (if 
‘ he falls not too egregioufly into the contrary Ex- 
© treme, fo as to become ae may {till be 
: ‘ the 
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the more eligible Perfon for a Tutor, as he may 
teach a young Gentleman, betimes, that neceffary 
Prefence of Mind, which thofe who are confin’d 


toa private Education, fometimes want. 


‘ Burt, after all, if a Gentleman of this Nation 
be chofen for this Imployment, it may be necef- 
fary, that he fhould be one who has had as genteel 
and free an Education himfelf, as his Country and 
Opportunities will afford; and has had, more- 
over, the native Roughnefs of his Climate filed 
off and polifhed by Travel and Converfation ; who 
has made, at leaft, the Tour of France and Italy, 
and has a Tafte for the Politenefs of the former 
Nation ; for, from the natural Boifteroufnefs of 
a North Briton, and the fantaftick Politenefs of 
a Frenchman, if happily blended, fuch a Mixture 
may refult, as may furnifh out a more complete 
Tutor, than either of the Two Nations, fingly, 
may be able to produce. But it ought to be re- 
member’d; that this Perfon fhould, by all means, 
have conquer’d his native Brogue, as I may call ir, 
and be a Mafter of the Engl Pronunciation ; 
otherwife his Converfation will be very difagree- _ 
able-to an Engli/b Ear. | 
‘ AND permit me; Gentlemen, to add, That as 
an Acquaintance with the Mufes contributes not a 
little to fotten the Manners, and to give a grace- 
ful and delicate Turn to the Imagination, and a 
kind of Polifh to feverer Studics, I believe it 
would not be amifs, that he fhould have a Tafte of 
Poetry ; altho’ perhaps it were not to be wifh’d he 
had fuch ftrong Inclinations that way, as to make 
that lively and dele@table Amufement his predomi- 
nant Paflion: For we fee very few Poets, whofe 
Vou. IV. Aa ‘ warm 
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‘ warm Imaginations do fiot run away with their 
‘ Judgments. And yet, in order to learn the dead 
‘ Languages in their Purity, it will be neceffary, as 
‘ Tapprehend, to inculcate both the Love and the 
‘ Study of the antient Poets, which cannot fail of 
‘ giving the Youth a Tafte for Poetry in general.’ 

PERMIT me, dear Sit, to ask you, Whether 
you advanc’d. this for Argument-fake, as fometimes 
you love to amufe and entertain your Friends in an 
uncommon way? For I fhould imagine, that our 
' Two Univerfities, which you have been fo good as 
to fhew me, and for which I have ever ftnce had 
even a greater Reverence, than I had before, are 
capable of furnifhing as good Tutors as any Nation 
in the World: For here the young Gentlemen 
feem to me to live both in the World, and in the 
Oniverfity ; and we {aw feveral Gentlemen who had 
not only fine Parts, but polite Behaviour, and deep 
Learning, as you affurd me; fome of whom you 
entertain’d, and were entertained by, in fo elegant 
a manner, that no travell’d Gentlemen, if I may 
be allow’d to judge, could excel them : And befides, 
my dear Mr. B. I know who is reckon’d one of the 
politeft and beft-bred Gentlemen in Eagdand by 
every body, and learned, as well as polite, and yet 
had his Education in one of thofe celebrated Seats 
of Learning. I wifh your 62//y never may fall fhorr 
of the Gentleman I mean, in all thefe Acquirements 3 
and he will be a dear happy Creature, lam {ure! 

Bur how I wander again from my Subject ! —- 
Ihave no other way to recover myfelf, when I thus 
ramble, but by bringing back myfelf to that one 
delightful Point of Reflection, that I have the Ho- 
nour to be, dcareft Sir,

Deareft Sir, 


I Now refume my Subje&. I had gone thro’ the 
Article of the Tutor, as well as I could; and 
now let me trouble you with a few Lines upon 
what Mr. Locke fays, That Children are wholly, if 
poflible, to be kept from the Converfation of the 
meaner Servants; whom he f{uppofes to be, as too 
frequently they are, anbred and debauch’d, to ule 
his own Words. 

Now, Sir, let me obferve, on this Head, chat I 
think it is very difficult to keep Children from the 
Converfation of Servants at all times. The Care of 
perfonal Attendance, efpecially in the Child’s early 
Age, muft fall upon Servants of one Denomination 
or other, who, little or much, mutt be converfant 
with the inferior Servants, and fo be liable to be 
tainted by their Converfation ; and it will be difh- 
cult in this Cafe to prevent the Taint being commu- 
nicated to the Child. Wherefore it will be a /urer, 
as well asa more /audable Method, to infift upon 
the regular Behaviour of the whole Family, than to 
expect the Child, and irs immediate Attendant or 
Tutor, fhould be the only good ones in it. 

Nor is this fo difficult a Thing to bring about, 
as may be imagin’d. Your Family, dear Sir, af- 
fords an eminent Inftance. of it: The Good have 
been confirm’d, the Remifs have been reform’d, the 
— Paffionate have been tam’d 3 and there is not a Fa- 
mily in the Kingdom, I will venture to fay, to the 
' Honour of every Individual of it, more uniform, 
_ More regular, and freer from Evil, and morc re- 
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gardful of what they fay and do, than yours. And, 
I believe, Sir, you will allow, that tho’ they were 
always honeft, yet they were not always fo laudably, 
fo exemplarily virtuous, as of late: Which I men- 
tion only to fhew the Pra@ticablenefs of a Reforma- 
tion, even where bad Habits have taken place — 
For your Pame/a, Sir, arrogates not to herfelf the 
Honour of this Change: “Tis owing to the Di- 
vine Grace fhining upon Hearts naturally good ; for 
elfe an Example fo eafy, fo plain, fo fimple, from 
fo young a Miftrefs, who, moreover, had been exalted 
from their own Station, could not have been at- 
tended with fuch happy Effects. 

You fee, dear Sir, what a Mafter and Miftrefs’s 
Example could do, with a poor Soul fo far gone as 
Mrs. ‘fewkes. And I dare be confident, that if, on 
the Hiring of a new Servant, Sobriety of Manners, 
and a virtuous Converfation, were. infifted upon ; 
and they were told, that a general Inoffenfivenefs in 
Words, as wellas Actions, was expected from them, 
as indifpenfable Conditions of their Service ; and that 
_a Breach of that kind would be no more pafs’d over, 
than a wilful Fraud, or A& of Difhonefty ; and if, 
added to thefe Requifites, their Principals take care 
to fupport thefe Injunctions by their own Example ; 
I fay, in this Cafe, I dare be confident, that if fuch 
a Service did not fizd them good, it would make 
them fo. | 

AND why, indeed, fhould we not think this a 
very practicable Scheme, when it is confider’d, that 
the Scrvants we take, are at Years of Difcretion, 
and have the ftrong Tie of Iuvtere/t fuperadded to 
the Obligations we require of them; and which, 
they muft needs know, (let ‘em have what bad 
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Habits they will) are right for themfelves to dif- 
. Charge, as well as for us to exact? 

W eEall know of how much Force the Example 
of Superiors is to Inferiors. It is generally and too 
juftly faid, That the Courts of Princes abound with 
the moft profligate of Men; infomuch that you 
cannot well give a Man a more fignificantly bad 
Title, than by calling him a Courrier : Yet even 
among thefe, one fhall fee the Force of Example, 
as I have heard you, Sir, frequently obferve : For, 
Ict but the Land be blefs’d with a pious and reli- 
gious Prince, who makes it a Rule with him to coun- 
tenance and promote Men of Virtue and Probity ; 
and, to put the Cafe flill ftronger, Iet fuch a one 
even fucceed to the moft libertine Reign, whercin 
the Manners of the People have fcem’d to be wholly 
deprav'd ; yet a wonderful Change will be imme- 
diately effeG@ted. The flagitious Livers will be chas’d 
away, orreform’d ; or at lcaft will think ic their — 
Duty, or their Lvtereff, which is a ftronger Tie 
with fuch, to appear reform’d ; and not a Man will 
feek for the Favour or Countenance of his Prince, 
but by laudable Pretences, or by worthy Adtions. 

THERE was a Time, the Reign of King R- 

chard III. when, as I have read, Deformity of Body 
was the Fafhion, and the N obility and Gentry of the 
Court thought it an indifpenfable Requifite of a 
graceful Form to pad for themfelves a round Shoul- 
der, becaufe the King was crooked. And can we 
think human Nature fo abfurdly wicked, that it 
would not much rather have try’d to imitate a per- 
fonal Perfection, than a Deformity fo fhocking in 
its Appearance, in People who were naturally 

trait? : 
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‘T1s a melancholy thing to refie&, that of all 
Profeflions of Men, the Mariners, who moft be- 
hold the Wonders of Almighty Power difplay’d in 
the great Deep, (a Sight that has ftruck me with 
Awe and Reverence only from a Coaft Profpe& ) 
and who, every Moment of their Lives, while at 
Sea, have but one frail Plank betwixt themfelves 
and inevitable Deftruction ; are yet, generally {peak- 
ing, as I have often heard it obferv’d, the moft 
abandon’d Invokers and Blafphemers of the Name 
of that Gop, whofe Mercies they every Moment 
unthankfully, ajtho’ fo vifibly, experience. Yet, 
as I heard it once remark’d at your Table, Sir, on 
a particular Occafion, we have now living one Com- 
mander in the Briti/s Navy, who, to his Honour, 
has fhewn the Force of an excellent Example fup- 
porting the beft Precepts : For on board of his Ship 
not an Oath or Curfe was to be heard ; while Vol- 
lies of both (iffued from impious Mouths in the 
fame Squadron out of his Knowlege) feem'd to 
fill the Sails of other Ships with guilty Breath, call- 
ing aloud for that Perdition to overtake them 
which perhaps his worthy Injun@tions and Example 
in his own, might be of Weight to fufpend. 

Ir fuch then, dear Sir, be the Force of a good 
Example, what have Parents to do, who are difpos‘d 
to bring up a Child at home under their own Eye, 
according to Mr. Locke's Advice, but, firft, to have 


a {trict Regard to thezr own Condu&? This wil. 


not want its due Influence on the Servants ; efpe- 
cially if a proper Inquiry be made into their Cha- 
racters, before they are entertain’d, and a watchful 
Eye be had over them, to keep them up to thofe 
Characters afterwards, And when they know they 
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mutt forfeit the Favour of a worthy Mafter, and 
their Places too, (which may be thought to be the 
beft of Places, becaufe an uniform Charaiter mutt 
make all around it eafy and happy ) they will readily 
obferve fuch Rules and Directions as fhall be pre-- 
{cribed to them. —— Rules and Direétions, which 
their own Confciences will tell them are right 
to be prefcrib’d; and even right for them to fol- 
low, were they 7of infifted upon by their Superiors : 
And this Conviction muft go a great way towards 
their thorough Reformation : For a Perfon wholly 
convinced, ishalf reform’d. And thus the Hazard 
a Child will run of being corrupted by converfe- 
ing with the Servants, will be remov’d, and all 
Mr. Locke's other Rules be better infore’d. | 

I HAVE the Boldnefs, Sir, to make another 
ObjeGion ; and that is, to the Diftance which 
Mr. Locke prefcribes to be kept between Children 
and Servants: For may not this be a Means to fill 
the Minds of the former with a Contempt of thofe 
below them, and an Arrogance that is not war- 
ranted by any Rank of Condition, to their Inferiors 
of the fame Species ? 

I HAVE tranfcribed * what Mr. Locke has in- 
join'd in relation to this Diftance, where he fays, 
That the Children are by all means to be kept 
wholly from the Converfation of the meaner Ser- 
vants.—— But how much better Advice does the 
fame Author give, for the Behaviour of Children 
to Servants, in the following Words? Which, I 
humbly prefume to think, are not fo intirely con- 
fiftent with the former, as might be expected from 
fo admirable an Author. _ 


* See p. 342, 348. a: 
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‘ ANOTHER way, /fays he, (§ 111.) to inftil 
Sentiments of Humanity, and to keep them lively 
in young Folks, will be, to accuftom them to 
Civility in their Language and Deportment ta- 
wards their Infcriors, and the meaner fort of Peo; 
ple, particularly Servants. It is not unufual to 
obferve the Children in Gentlemens Families treat 
the Servants ofthe Houle with domineering Words, 
Names of Contempt, and an imperious Carriage, 
as if they were of another Race and Species be- 
neath them. “Whether ill Example, the Advan- 
tage of Fortune, or their natural Vanity, infpire 
this Haughtinefs, it fhould be prevented or weed- 
ed out, and a gentle, courteous, affable Carriage 
towards the lower Ranks of Men, placed in the 
Room of it. No Part of their Superiority, con- 
tinues this excellent Author, will be hereby loft, 
but the DiftinGion increas’d, and their Authority 
ftrengthen’d, when Love in Inferiors is join’d to 
outward Refpeé, and an Efteem of the Perfon 
has a Share in their Submiffion: And Dometticks 
will pay a more ready and chearful Service, when 
they find themfelves not fpurn’d, becaufe Fortune 
has laid them below the Level of others at their 
Matters Feet,’ 

THESE, dear Sir, are certainly the Sentiments 


of 4 generous and inlarg’d Spirit: But I hope I 
fhall be forgiven, if I obferve, that the great Di- 
ftance Mr. Locke before injoins to be kept between 
Children and Servants, is not very confiftent with 
the above-cited Paragraph: For if we would pre- 


yent this undue Contempt of Inferiors in the Tem- 


per of Children, the beft way, as 1 humbly prefume 
to think, is not to make it fo unpardonable a Fault 


for 
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for them, efpecially in their early Years, to be in 
their Company, For can one make the Children 
fhun the Servants, without rendering them odious 
or contemptible to them, and reprefenting them to 
the Children in fuch difadvantageous Lights, as muft 
‘needs make the Servants vile in their Eyes, and 
themfelves lofty and exalted in their own? and 
thereby caufe them to treat them with ‘ domineer- 
‘ ing Words, and an imperious Carriage, as if they 
$ were of another Race or Species beneath them ; 
€ and fo, as Mr. Locke fays, nurfe up their natu- 
‘ral Pride jnto an habitual Contempt of thofe 
* beneath them: And then, as be adds, where will 
§ that probably end, but in Oppreffion and Cruelty ?” 
—— But this Matter, dear Sir, I prefume to think, 
~ will all be happily accommodated and reconcil’d, 
when the Servants good Behaviour is fecured by 
the Example and Injunctions of the Principals. 

U pon the Whole, then, of what Mr. Locke has 
injoin’d, and what I have taken the Liberty to fug- 
geft on this Head, it fhall be my Endeavour, in 
that early Part of your dear Bz//y’s Education, which 
your Goodnefs will intruft to me, to inculcate be- 
times in his Mind the Principles of univerfal Bene- 
volence and Kindnefs to others, efpecially to Infe- 
rors, 

Nor, dear Sir; fhall I fear, that the little Dear 
will be wanting to himfelf in affuming, as he grows 
up, an Air of Superiority and Diftance of Behaviour 
equal to his Condition, or that he will defcend too 
low for his Station. For, Sir, there is a Pride and 
Self-Love natural to human Minds, that will fel- 
dom be kept fo low, as to make them humbler than 
they ought to be. 
. I HAVE 
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I HAVE obfervd, before now, Inftances of this, 
in fome of the Families we vifit, between the young 
Matters or Miffes, and thofe Children of lower De- 
gree, who have been brought to play with them, or 
divert them. On the Mafters and Miffes Side, I 
have always feen, they lead the Play, and prefcribe 
the Laws of it, be the Diverfion what it will; 
while, on the other hand , their lower-rank Play- 
fellows have generally given into their little Hu- 
mours, tho’ ever fo contrary to their own ; and the 
Difference of Drefs and Appearance, and the No- 
tion they have of the more eminent Condition of 
their Play-fellows Parents, have begot in them a 
kind of y Ba and Refpe&, that perhaps more than 
fufficiently fecures the Superiority of the one, and 
the Subordination of the other. 

THE Advantage of this univerfal Benevolence to 
a young Gentleman, as he grows up, will be, as I 
humbly conceive, that it will fo diffufe itfelf over 
his Mind, as to influence all his AGions, and give a 
Grace to every thing he does or fays, and make him 
admir’d and refpefted from the beft and moft du- 
rable Motives ; and will be of greater Advantage to 
him for his attaining a handfome Addrefs and Be- 
haviour, (for it will make him confcious, that he 
merits the Diftinction he will meet with, and encou- 
rage him ftill more to merit it) than the beft Rules 
that can be given him for that Purpofe. 

I wiv therefore teach the little Dear Courte- 
oufnefs and Affability, from the propereft Motives f 
am able to think of; and will inftru& him in only 
one Piece of Pride, That of being above doing a 
mean or low A@ion. I will caution him not to 
behave ina lordly a or infolent manner, even to the 
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loweft Servants. I willtell him, as I do my dear 
Mifs Goodwin, That that Superiority is the moft 
commendable, and will be beft maintained, that is 
owing to Humanity and Kindnefs, and which is 
grounded. on the Perfections of the Mind, rather 
than on the accidental Advantages of Fortune and 
Condition: That if his Conduét be fuch as it ought 
to be, there will be no Occafion to tell a Servant, 
that he wz// be obferv’d and ref{peéted : That Hu- 
mility, as 1 once told my Milfs Goodwin *, is a 
charming Grace, and moft confpicuoufly charming 
in Perfons of Diftinétion ; for that the Poor, who 
are humbled by their Condition, cannot glory in 
it, as the Rich may ; and that it makes the lower 
Ranks of People love and admire the High-born, 
who can fo condefcend : Whereas Pride, in fach, 
is Meannefs and Infult, as it owes its Boaft and its 
Being to accidental Advantages ; which, at the 
fame time, are {eldom of 47s procuring, who can 
be fo mean as to be proud: That I would even 
fooner forgive Pride in a low Degree, than in an 
high ; for it may be a Security in the firft, againft 
doing a bafe thing : But in the Rich, it is a bafe 
thing itfelf; and an impolitick one too: for the 
more Diftinétion a proud Mind grafps ar, the lefs 
it will have ; and every poor defpifed Perfon can 
whifper fuch a one in the Ear, when furrounded 
- with, and adorned by, all his glittering Splendors, 
that he was born, and mufi die, in the fame man- 
ner with thofe whom he defpifes. 

TuHus will the Doérine of Benevolence and 
Affability, implanted early in the Mind of a young 
Gentleman, and duly cultivated as he grows up, 
in{pire him with the requifite Conduct to ‘command

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Ref{pe& from proper Motives ; and at the fame time 
that it will make the Servants obferve a Decorum 
towards him, it will oblige them ta have a Guard 
upon their Words and Adtions in the Prefence of 
one, whofe manner of Education and Training-up 
would be fo great a Reproach to them, if they were 
erofly faulty :. So that hereby, as I conceive, a mu- 
tual Benefit will flow to the Manners of each, and 
his cood Behaviour will render him, in fome mea- 
fare, an inftructive Monitor to the whole Family. 
Bur permit me, Sir, to inlarge on the Hint I 
have already given, in relation to the Example of 
Parents, in cafe a Preference be given to the Home 
Education, For if this Point cannot be fecur’d, I 
fhould always imagine it were beft to put the Child 
to fuch a School, as I have taken the Liberty to 
mention *, But yet the Subje& might be fpar’d by 
me in the prefent Cafe, as I write with a View 
"only to your Family ; though you will remember, 
that while I follow Mr. Locke, whofe Work is 
publick, I muft be confider’d as if I was directing 
myfelf to the Generality of the World: For, Sir, 
Ihave the Pleafure to fay, That your Condué in 
your Family is unexceptionable ; and the Pride to 
think, that mine is no Difgrace to it. No one 
hears a Word from your Mouth unbecoming the 
Character of a polite Gentleman ; and I fhall always 
endeavour to be very regardful of what falls from 
mine. Your Temper, Sir, is equal and kind to all 
your Servants, and they love you, as well as awfully 
refpc& you: And well does your Generofity, and 
bountiful and confiderate Mind, deferve it of them 
all: And they, feeing Iam watchful over my own 
Condué@, fo as not to behave unworthy of your 
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kind Example, regard me as much as I could with 
they fhould; for well do they know, that their be- 
loved Mafter will have it fo, and greatly honours 
and efteems me himfelf. —— Your Table-talk is fuch 
as Perfons of the ftricteft Principles may hear, and 
jain in: Your Guefts, and your Friends, are, gene- 
rally {peaking, Perfons of the gentecleft Life, and 
of the beft Manners : —— So that Mr. Locke would 
have advis’d you, of all Gentlemen, had he been 
living, and known you, to. give your Children a 
Home Education, and aflign’d thefe, and ftill ftrong- 
er, Reafons for it. 

Bur, dear Sir, were we to {peak to the Gene- 
rality of Parents, it isto be fear’d, this would be 
-an almoft infuperable Obje&tion to a Home Educa- 
tion. For (Iam forry to fay it) when one turns 
one’s Eyes to the bad Precedents given by the Heads 
of fome Families, it is hardly to be wonder’d at, 
that there is fo little Virtue and Religion among 
Men. For can thofe Parents be furpris’d at the 
Ungracioufnefs of their Chz/dren, who hardly ever 
fhew them, that their ows AQions are govern’d by 
reafonable or moral Motives? Can the gluttonous 
Father expect a felf denying Son? With how ill a 
Grace muft a Man who will often be difguis’d in 
Liquor, preach Sobriety? A paflionate Man, Pa- 
tience? An irrcligious Man, Piety? How will a 
Parent, whofe Hands are feldom without Cards or 
Dice in them, be obfcrv’d in Leffons againft the 
pernicious Vice of Gaming ? Can the profufe Fa- 
ther, who is fquandering away the Fortunes of his 
Children, expec to be regarded in a Leffon of Fruga- 
lity ? “Tis impoflible he fhould, except it werc, that 
the Youth, —_— pernicious his Father’s Ex- 

aimpic

ample is, fhould have the Grace to make a proper 
Ufe of it, and look upon it as a Sea-mark, as it 
were. to enable him to fhun the ‘dangerous Rocks, 
on which he fees his Father {plitting. And even 
in this bef? Cafe, let it be confider’d, how much 
Shame and Difgrace this thoughtlefs Parent ought 
to take to himfelf, who can admonifh his Child 
by nothing but the Odjoufnefs of his own Vice 3 
and how little it is owing to him, that his Guilt is 
not doubled, by his Son’s treading in his’Steps! Ler 
_fuch an unhappy Parent duly weigh this, and think 
how likely he may be, by his bad Example, to be 
the Caufe of his Child’s Perdition, as well ashis own, 
and ftand unfhock’d and unamended, if he can! 

GiveE me Leave to add, That it is then of no 
Avail to with for difcreet Servants, if the Condu& 
of the Parents is faulry. If the Fountain-head be 
polluted, how fhall the Under-currents run clear? 
That Mafter and Miftrefs, who would exact from 
their Servants a Behaviour which they themfelves 
don’t practife, will be but ill obferv’d. And that 
Child, who difcovers great Exceffes and Errors 1n. 
his Parents, will be found to be lefs profited by their 
good Precepts, than prejudic’d by their bad Exam- 
ples. Exceflive Fondnefs this Hour, violent Paf- 
fions, and perhaps Exccrations, the next ; unguarded 
Jefts, an Admiration of fafhionable Vanities, rafh 
Cenfures, are perhaps the beit, that the Child fees 
-in, or hears from, thofe who are moft concern‘d to 
inculcate good Precepts into his Mind.’ And where 
it is fo, a Home Education is not by any means, 
furcly, to be chofen. 

HavinG thus, as well as my flender Abilities 
will permit, prefuni'd to deliver my Opinion upon 

| Three 
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Three great Points, vwzz. The Qualifications of a 
Tutor; The Neceflity of having an Eye to the 
Morals of Servants; and, The Example of Parents 
(all which, being taken care of, will give a Prefe- 
rence, as I imagine, to a Home Education) ; per- 
mit me, dear Sir, to {peak a little further to a Point, 
that I have already touched upon. 

Iris that of EKaulation ; which I humbly con- 
ceive to be of great Efficacy to lead Children on in 
their Duties and Studies. And how, dear Sir, 
fhall this Advantage be procur’d for a young Ma- 
fter, who has no School-fellows, and who has no 
Example to follow, but that of his Tutor, whom 
he cannot, from the Difparity of Years, and other 
Circumftances, without Pain, (becaufe of this Dif- 
parity ) think of emulating? And this, I conceive, 
is a very great Advantage to fuch a School Educa- 
tion, as 1 mentioned in my former Letter *, where 
there are no more Scholars taken in, than the Ma- 
fter can with Eafe and Pleafure inftruét. 

BuT one way, in my humble Opinion, is left to 
anfwer this Objection, and ftill preferve the Reafon 
for the Preference, which Mr. Locke gives toa 
Home Education; and that is, what 1 formerly 
hinted to you, dear Sirf, to take into your Family 
the Child of fome honeft Neighbour of but mid- 
dling Circumftances, and like Age with your own, 
but who fhould give apparent Indications of his 
natural Promptitude, ingenuous Temper, obliging 
Behaviour, and good Manners; and to let him go 
hand-in-hand with yours, in his feveral Studies and 
Leflons under the fame Tutor. :

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Tuis Child would be fenfible of the Benefit, as 
well as of the Diftin€&tion he receiv’d, and confe- 
quently of what was expected from him; and would 
double his Diligence, arid exert all his good Quali- 
ties; which would infpire the young Gentleman 
with the wifh’d-for Emulation, and; as I imagine, 
would be fo promotive of his Learning, that it 
would greatly compenfate the Tutor fot his Pains 
with the additional Scholar; for the young Gentle- 
man would be afham’d to be out-done by one of 
like Years and Stature with himfelf. And little 
Rewards might be propos‘ to the greateft Pro- 
ficient, in order to heighten the Emulation. 

THEN, Sir, permit me to add, That the Gene- 
rofity of fuch a Method, to a Gentleman of your 
Fortune, and beneficent Mind, would be its own 
Reward, were there no other Benefit to be received — 
from it. 

MorREOVER, fuch an ingenious Youth might; 
by his good: Morals and Induftry, hereafter, be of 
Service in fome Place of Truft in the Family; or it 
- would be eafy for a Gentleman of your Intereft in 
the World, if fuch a thing offer’d not, to provide 
for the Youth in the Navy, in fome of the publick 
Offices, or among your private Friends —— If he 
prov'd faulty in his Morals, his Difmiflion would 
be in your own Power, and would: be Punifhment 
enough. 

Bur if, on the other hand;- he provd a fober. 
and honeful Youth, fuch a one would make an ex- 
cellent ‘Companion for your Bz//y in riper Years; 
as he would be, ina manner, a Corroborator of his 
Morals; for,” as his Circumftances would not fup- 
port him in any Extrayagance, fo thofe Circum- 
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ftances would be a Check upon his Inclinations; and 
this being feconded by the Hopes of future Prefer- 
ment from your Favour and Intereft, which he could 
not expect, but upon the Terms of his Perfeverance 
in Virtue, he would find himfelf under a Neceffity of 
fetting {uch an Example, as might be of great Be- 
nefit to his Companion: Who fhould be watch’d, 
as he grew up, that he did not (if his ample Fortune 
became dangerous to his Virtue) contribute out of 
his Affluence to draw the other after him into Ex- 
travagance. And to this End, as I humbly con- 
ceive, the noble Doéttrine of Independence fhould 
be early inftill’d into both their Minds, and, upon 
all Occafions, inculcated and inforc’d ; which would 
be an Inducement for the one to endeavour to 77- 
prove his Fortune by his honeft Induftry, left he 
fhould never be enabled to rife out of a State of 
Dependence; and to the other, to keep, if not to 
smprove his own, left he fhould ever fall into fuch 
a fervile State, and thereby lofe the glorious Power 
of conferring Obligations on the Deferving ; which 
_furely is one of the higheft Pleafures that a generous 
Mind can know. | 

A PLEASURE, Sir, which you have oftener 
experienc’ than Thoufands of Gentlemen: And 
which may you ftill continue to experience for a 
long, long, and happy Succeflion of Years to come, 
is the Prayer of one, the moft oblig’d of all others 
in her own Perfon, as well as in the Perfons of her 
deareft Relations; and who owes to this glorious 
_ Beneficence the Honour fhe boafts, of being

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PR UT now, my dear Mr. B. if you will indulge 

me in a Letter or two more, preparative to my 
little Book, that I mention’d, I will take the Li- 
berty to. touch upon one or two other Places, 
wherein J differ from this learned Gentleman. But, 
firft, permit me to obferve, that if Parents are, 
above all things, to avoid giving bad Examples to 
their Children, they will be no lefs careful to fhun 
the Practice of {uch fond Fathers and Mothers, as 
are wont to indulge their Children in bad Habits, 
and give them their Head, at a Time when, like 
Wax, their tender Minds may be moulded into 
what Shape they pleafe. This isa Point, that, if 
it pleafe Gop, I will carefully attend to, becaufe it 
is the Foundation, on which the Superftru€ture of 


the whole future Man is to be ereéted. For, ac- 


cording as he is indulg’d or check’d'in his childifh 
Follies, a Ground is laid for his future Happinefs or 
Mifery ; and if once they are fuffer’d to become ha- 
bitual to him, it cannot but be expeéted, that they 
will grow up with him, and that theywill hardly ever 
be eradicated. ‘ Try it, fays Mr. Locke, {peaking 
* to this very Point, ina Dog, or a Horfe, or any 
© other Creature, and fee whether the ill and refty 
© Tricks they have learn’d when young, are eafily to 
_* bemended, whenthey are knit: And yet none of 
“ thefe Creatures are half fo wilful and proud, or 
© half fo defirous to be Matters of themfelves, as 
© Men.’ _. - | 
Np this brings me, dear Sir, to the Head of 
- Punsfoments, in which, as well as in the Article of 
| | Rewards, 
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Rewards, which l have touch’d upon, I have a lit- 
tle Objection to what Mr. Locke advances. 
_ Bur permit me, however, to premife, that I 
am.exceedingly pleafed with the Method laid down 
by this excellent Writer, rather to fhame the Child 
out of his Fault, than beat him; which latter f{eryes 
generally for nothing but to harden his Mind. 
. QBSTENACY, and telling a Lye, and commit- 
ting a wilful Fault, and then per/i/fing in it, are, I 
agree with this Gentleman, the only Caufcs for 
which the Child fhould punith’d with Stripes: And 
T admire the Reafons he gives againft a too rigorous 
and fevere Treatment of Children. - 
But I will give Mr. Locke's Words, to which I 
have fome Objection. _ | 
_ © [r may be doubted, /ays be, concerning Whip- 
© ping, when, as the /a/? Remedy, it comes to be 
© neceffary, at what Time, and by whom, it fhould 
“ be done; whether prefently, upon the commit- 
* ting the Fault, whilf it is yet frefh and hot —I 
« think it fhould not be done prefently, adds he, 
© left Paflion mingle with it; and fo, tho’ it exceed 
* the juft Proportion, yet it lofe of its due Weight. 
‘ For even Children difcern whenever we do things 
‘ina Paflion.” | 
_ I must beg Leave, dear Sir, to differ from 
Mr. Locke in this Points for I think ic ought rather 
to bea Rule with Parents, who fhall chaftife their 
Children, to canquer what would be extreme in 
their own Pafflion on this Occafion, (for thofe 
Parents, who cannot do it, are very unfit to be 
Punifhers of the way ward Paffions of their Children) 
than to defer the Punifhment, efpecially if the Child 
knows its Fault has reach’d its Parents Ear. It is 
Bb 2 other- 
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otherwife, methinks, giving the Child, if of an 
obftinate Difpofition, fo much more Time to harden 
its Mind, and bid Defiance to its Punifhment. 

Just now, dear Sir, your Bé/ly is brought into 
‘my Prefence, all fmiling, crowing to come to me, 
and full of heart-chearing Promifes; and the Subje& 
Tam upon, goes tomy Heart. Surely, furely, Ican 
never beat your Bélly !—— Dear little Life of my 
Life! how can I think that thou canft ever deferve 
it, or that I can ever inflict it?-——~- No, my Baby, 
that fhall be thy Papa’s Task, if ever thou art fo 
heinoufly naughty; and whatever 4e does, muft be 
right. —-Pardon my foolifh Fondnefs, dear Sir!—— 
I will procced. 2 os 

Ir then, the Fault be fo atrocious as to deferve 
Whipping, and the Parent be refolv’d on this exem- 
plary Punifhment, the Child ought not, as I ima- 
gine, tocome into one’s Prefence without meeting 
with it: For elfe, a Fondnefs, too natural to be 
refifted, will probably get the Upper-hand of one’s 
Refentment; and how fhall one be able to whip the 
dear Creature one hath ceafed to be angry with? 
Then after he has once feen one without meeting 
his Punifhment, will he not be inclin’d to hope for 
Connivance at his Fault, unlefs ic fhould be re- 
peated? and may he not be apt (for Childrens Re- 
fentments are ftrong ) to impute to Cruelty, a Cor- 
reftion, (when he thought the Fault had been for- 
gotten) that fhould always appear to inflicted with 
Reluctance, and thro’ Motives of Love? 

Is, from Anger at his Fault, one fhould go above 
the due Proportion, (1 am fure I might be trufted 
for this!) let it take its Courfe !—— How barba- 
roufly, methinks, I fpeak! — He ought to fee/ the 
“= - Lafh, 
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Lath, firft, Becaufe he deferves it, poor little Soul! 
Next, Becaute it is propos’d to be exemplary: And 
lattly, Becaufe it is not intended to be often usd: 
And the very Paflion or Difpleafure one expreffes, . 
(if it be not enormous) will fhew one is in Earneft, 
and create in him a neceflary Awe, and make him 
be afraid to offend again. The End of the Corre- 
Etion is to fhew him the Difference betwixt Right 
and Wrong. And as it is proper to take him at his 
firft Offer ofa full Submiffion and Repentance, (and 
not before) and inftantly difpaffionate one’s felf, 
and fhew him the Difference by Aéts of Pardon and 
Kindnefs, (which will let him fee, that one pu- 
nifhes him out of Neceflity rather than Choice) fo 
one would not be afraid to make him {mart fo fuffi- 
ciently, that he fhould not foon forget the Severity 
of the Difcipline, nor the Difgrace of it. There's 
a cruel Mamma for you, Mr. B.! What my Pra- 
étice may be, I can’t tell; but this Theory, I pre- 
{ume to think, is right. 

~ Asto the 4& itfelf, I much approve Mr. Locke's 
Advice, to do it by Paufes, mingling Stripes and 
Expoftulations together, to fhame and terrify the 

more; and the rather, as the Parent, by this flow 

Manner of infli@ting the Punifhment, will lefs need 
to be afraid of giving too violent a Correétion ; for 
thofe Paufes will afford 4im, as well as the Child, - 
Opportunities for Confideration and Reflection. _ 

But as to the Perfon, by whom the Ditcipline 
_ fhould be perform’d, I humbly conceive, that this 
excellent Author is here alfo to be objeéted to. 

_ © Ir you have a difcrect Servant, fays he, capable ” 
¢ of it, and has the Place of ' governing your Child, 
‘ (for if you have a Tutor, there is no Doubt) I 

- Bb3 , think 
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* think it is beft the Smart fhould come immediately 
* from another’s Hand, tho’ by the Parent’s Order, 
¢ who fhould fee it done; whereby the Parent's 
¢ Authority will be preferv d, and the Child’s Aver- 
‘ fion for the Pain it fuffers, rather be turned on 

‘ the Perfon that immediately infli@s it. For I 
¢ would have a Father feldom ftrike the Child, 
* but upon very urgent Neceflity, and as the latt 
: Remedy.’ 

"T 1s in fuch a an “urgent Café,. deat Sir, that we 
are fuppofing it fhould be done at all. Ifthere be 
not a Reafon ftrong enough for the Father's whip- 
ping the Child him(elf, there cannot be any fuf- 
ficient for his ordering any other todoit, and ftand- 
ing by to fee it done: But I humbly prefume to 
think; that, if there be a Neceflity for it, no one 
can be fo fit as the F ather himfclf to do it. The 
Child cannot difpute 42s Authority to punifh, from 
whom he receivés and expééts all the good Things 
of this Life: He cannot queftion his Love to him; 
and, after the Smart is over, and his Obedience fe- 
curd, muft believe, that fo tender, fo indulgent a 
Father, could have no other End in whipping him, 
but his Good.: Againtt zm, he knows, he has no 
Remedy, but mutt paflively fubmit ; and when he 
is convine'd he z#/z, he will in time conclude, that 
he ought. 

Bur to have this fevere Office perform’d by a 
Servant, tho’ at the Father’s Command; and that 
profeffedly, that the Averfion of the Child for the 
Pain it fuffers, fhould be turn’d on the Perfon who 
immediately inflicts ir, is, I am humbly of Opi- 
nion, the Heverfe of what ought to be donc: And 
more fo, if this Seryant has any Direction of the 

Child’s 
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Child’s Education; and ftill such more fo, if it be 
his Tutor, notwithftanding Mr. Locke fays, There 
is no Doubt, if there be a Tutor, that it fhould be 
donc by him. 

For, dear Sir, is there no Doubt, that the Tu- 
tor {hould lay himfelf open to the Averfion of the 
Child, whofe Manners he is to form? Is it not the 
beft Method a Tutor can take, in order to inforce 
the Leffons he would inculcate, to endeavour to 
attract the Love and Attention of his Pupil, by the 
moft winning, mild, and inviting Ways that he can 
poflibly think of? And yet is 4e, this very Tutor, 
out of all Doubt, to be the Inftrument of doing a 
harfh and difgraceful thing, and that in the laft Re- 
fort, when all other Methods are found ineffectual ; 
and that too, becaufe he ought to incur the Child’s 
Refentment and Averfion, rather than the Father ? 
No, furely, Sir, it is not reafonable it fhould be 
fo: Quite contrary, in my humble Notion, there 
can be no Doubt, but that it fhould be other- 
wife, | . 

Ir fhould, methinks, be enough for a Tutor, in 
cafe of a Fault in the Child, tothreaten to complain 
tohis Father; but yet not to make (uch Complaint, 
without the Child obftinately perfifts in his Error, 
which, too, fhould be of a Nature to merit fuch an 
Appeal: And this, methinks, would highly contri- 
bute to preferve the Parent’s Authority; who, oa 
this Occafion, fhould never fail of extorting a Pro- 
mife of Amendment, or of inftantly punifhing him 
with his own Hands. And, to foften the Diftatte 
he might conceive in Refentment of too rigid Com- 
plainings, ic might not, poffibly, be amifs that his 
Interpofition in the Child’s Favour, if the Fault 

| Bb 4 were 
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were not too flagtant, fhould be permitted to fave 
him once or twice from the impending Difcipline. 

"T1s certain, that the Paflions, if I may fo call 
them, of Affection and Averfion, are very early dif- 
coverable in Children ; infomuch, that they will, 
even before they can fpeak, afford us Marks for the 
Detection of an hypocritical Appeatance of Love to 
it before the Parents Faces. For thé Fondnefs or 
Averfenefs‘of the Child to fome Servants, as I have 
obfervied in other Families, will at any time let one 
know, ‘whether their Love to the Baby be uniform 
and the fame, when one is abfent, as prefent. In 
one Cafe, the Child will reje& with Sullennefs all 
the little Sycophancies, that are made to it in one’s 
Sight; while, on the*other, -its Fondnefs of the 
Perfon who generally obliges it, is an infallible 
Rule to judge of fuch'a one’s Sincerity behind one’s 
Back. This little Obfervation fhews the Strength 
ofa Child’s Refentments, and its Sagacity, at the 
earlieft Age, in difcovering who obliges, and who 
difobliges it: And hence one may infer, how im- 
proper a Perfon he is, whom we would have a 
Child to love and refpett, or by whofe Precepts we 
would have it directed, to be the Punifher of its 
Faults, or to do any harfh or difagreeable Office 
to it. 

' For my own part, dear Sir, I mutt bike the Li- 
berty to declare, that if the Parent were not to in- 
fli& the Punifhment himfelf, I think ic much better 
it fhould be given him, in the Parent’s Prefence, by 
the Servant of the loweft Confideration in the Fa- 
mily, and whofe Manners and Example-one would 
be the leaft willing of any other he fhould follow. 
Juk asthe common pas angnel, who is the loweft 

and 
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and moft flagitious Officer of the Commonwealth, 
and who frequently deferves, 2s much.as the Crimi- 
gal, the Punifhment he is chofen to inflid, is pitch’d 
wpon to perform, as a Mark of greater Ignominy, 
thofe Sentences which are intended as Examples to 
deter others from the Commiflion of heinous 
Crimes. And this was the Method the Almighty 
took, when He was difpos'd to correct feverely His 
chofen People: For in that Cafe He generally did 
it by the Hands of the moft profligate Nations around 
them, as we read in many Places of the Old Tefta- 
ment. | , 
- Burt the following Rule, among a thoufand 
others, equally excellent, I admire in Mr. Locke : 
When, /ays be, (for any Mifdemeanour) the Fa- 
ther or Mother looks four on the Child, every one 
elfe fhould put on the fame Coldnefs to him, and 
nobody give him Countenance till Forgivenefs 
ask’d, ari a Reformation of his Fault has fet him 
right again, and reftor'd him to his former Cre- 
dit. If this were conftantly obferv'd, adds he, 
I guefs there would be little Need of Blows or 
Chiding: Their own Eafe or SatisfaQion would 
quickly teach Children to court Commendation, 
and avoid doing that which they found every 
body condemn’d, and they were fure to fuffer 
for, without being chid or beaten. This would 
teach them Modefty and Shame, and they would 
quickly come to have a natural Abhorrence for 
that which they found made them flighted and 
neglected by every body.’

~~ young Gentleman’s Hands might be fo often bound 
"up, that it might “indeed perhaps be one way to 


cure him of his earneft ‘Defire to play 5 but I can 


~ hardly imagine any other Good that it can do him: 


For, 
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For, I doubt, the excellent Confequences propos'd 


by our Author from this Doétrine, fuch as to teach 
the Child Moderation in his Defires, Application, 


Induftry, Thought, Contrivance, and good Huf- 
‘bandry, Qualities that, as he obferves, will be ufeful 


to him when he is a Man, are too remote to be in- 
grafted upon fuch Beginnings: Altho’ it muft be 
confeffed, that, as Mr. Locke wifely obferyes, good 
Habits and Induftry cannot be tgo early inculcated. 
Bur then, Sir, may I ask, Are not the very Plays 
and Sports, to which Children accuftom themfelves, 
whether. they make. their own Playthings ‘ar not, 
equivalent to the Work or Labour of grown Per- 


fons? Yes, Sir, I will venture to fay, they are, and 


more than equivalent to the Exercifes and Labour 
of many. 

— Mr. Locke advifes, that the Child’s $ Playthings 
fhould be as few aspoffible, in which I intirely agree 
with him: That they fhould be in his Tutor’s Power, 

who is to give him but One.at once. But fince it is 
the Nature of the human Mind to covet moft what 
is prohibited, and to fet light by what is in its own 
Power; I am half doubtful, (only that Mr. Locke 
fays it, and the Matter may not be fo very import- 
ant, as other Points, in which I have taken the Li- 
berty to differ from that Gentleman) whether the 
Child’s abfolute Poffeflion of his own Playthings in 
fome little Repofitory, of which he may be permit- 
ted to keep the Key, efpecially if he make no bad

of thetwo, might be turn’d to better Purpofes, thaa 


Sloth or Indolence; and if the Maid was tired, it. 
might'be, becaufe fhe was not fo much alive, as 
the Child; and perhaps this Part of the Grievance : 


might not be {0 great, becaufe, if fhe was his At- 
tendant, ‘tis probable fhe.had nothing elfe ta do.

She ufed to think me pretty, and not ill- 
temper'd, and of courfé, not incredulous, where I 
conceivd a good Opinion; and was always arming 
me on that Side, as believing I might be the Ob- 
je& of wicked Artempts, and the rather, as my 
low Fortunes fubjec&ted me tq Danger, . For, had 
I been born to Rank and Condition, as. thefe 
young Ladies here, I fhoyld have had Reafon to 
think of my/e/f, as juftly, as, no doubt, they do, 
and, of confequence, beyond the Reach of any 
vile Intriguer; as I fhould have been above the 
greateft Part of that Species of Mankind, who, for 
want of Underftanding or Honaur, or thro’ pernj- 
cious Habits, give themfelves up tg Libertinj{m, 

THESE were great Advantages, no doubt, {aid 
Mifs Sutton; but in you, they met with a furprifing 
Genius, ‘tis very plain, Madam; and there is not, 
in my Opinion, a Lady in England of your Years, 
who would have improv'd by them, as you have 
done. | | 
I ANSWER’D, That I was much oblig‘d to her 
for her good Opinion: And that I had always 
obferv’d, that the Perfon who admir'd any good 
Qualitics in another, gave a kind of natural De- 
monftration, that fhe had the fame in an emjnent 
Degree herfelf; altho’, perhaps, her modeft Diffi- 
dence would not permit her tq trace the generous 
Principle to its Source. | 

THE Dean, in order to bring us back again to 
the Subje& of Credulity, repeated my Remark, 
That it was fafer, in Cafes where fo much de-

putation, to fear an Enemy, than to hope a Friend ; 
and praifed my Obfervation, that even a weak

Isarp, Ihad very high Notions of the Honour 
and Value of my own Sex, and very mean ones of 
the gay and frothy Part of the other; infomuch 
that I thought they could have no Strength, but 
what was founded in our Weaknefs: That, indeed, 
the Difference of Education muft: give Men Ad- 
vantages, even where the Genius is naturally equal: 
That, befides, they haye generally more Hardnefs 
of Heart, which makes Ladies, where they meet 
not with Men of Honour, to engage with that 
Sex upon very unequal Terms; for that it is fa 
cuftomary with them to make Vows and Promifes, 
and to {et light by them, when made, that an 
innocent Lady « cannot ouard too watchfully againft 
them; and, in my Opinion, fhould believe nothing 
they faid, or even vow'd, but what carry'd Demon- 
{tration with i it. 

_ YT REMEMBER, continu’d I, my Lady ufed often 
to obferve, That there is a Time of Life in all 
young Perfons, which niay properly be called, 74e 
‘Romantick, which isa very dangcrous Period, and 
requires therefore a great Guard of Prudence : That 
the Rifque is not a little angmented by reading 
Novels and Romances; and that the Poetical Tribe 
have much to anfwer for on this Head, by reafon 
of their heighren’d and inflaming Defctiptions, 
which do much Hurt to thoughtlefs Minds, and 
lively Imaginations. For to thofe, fhe would have 
jt, are principally owing, ‘the Rafhnefs and Indif- 
cretion of fo oft and tender Difpofitions ; which, in 

Breach 
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Breach of their Duty, and even tothe Difgrace of 
their Sex, too frequently fet them upon Enterprizes, 
like thofe they have read in thofe pernicious Write- 
ings, Which not feldom make them fall a Sacrifice 
to the bafe Defigns of fome vile Intriguer; and 
even in Cafes where their Precipitation ends the 
beft, that is to fay, in Alarriage, they too fre- 
quently (in direct Oppofttion to the Cautions and 
Commands of their ¢ry’d, their experienc’d, and 
ungue/tionadle Friends) throw themi{elves upon an 
almoft Stranger, who, had he been worthy of 
them, would not, nor needed to have taken indire¢t 
Methods to obtain their Favour. 

AND the Misfortune is, continu’d I, the moft 
innocent are generally the moft credulous. Such 
a Lady would do no Harm to others herfelf, and 
cannot think others would do herany. And with 
regard to the particular Perfon who has obtain’d, 
perhaps, a Share in her Confidence, 4e cannot, 
furely, fhe thinks, be fo zmgrateful, as to return 
irreparable Mifchicf for her Good-will to him. 
Were all the Men in the World, befides, to prove 
falfe, the beloved Pcrfon cannot. ’“Twould be 
unjuft to Aer own Merit, as well as to his Vows, 
to fuppofe it: And fo Defigz on his Side, and Cra 
dulity and Self- opinion on the Lady’s, at laft inrol! 
the unhappy Believer in the Lift of the too-late 
Repenters. 

AND what, Madam, faid the Dean, has not that 
Wretch to anfwer for, who makes Sport of de- 
ftroying a virtuous Charader, and delights in being 
the wicked Means of throwing, perhaps, upon the 
Town, and into the Dregs of Proftitution, a poor

But when once we dignify the wild 
Mifleader with the Name of Love, all the Abfur- 
dities, which we read in Novels and Romances, 
take Place, and we arc induc’d to follow Ezapics 
that feldom end happily but in them. 7 
- Bur, permit me further to obferve, that Love, 
as we call it, operates differently in the Two Sexes, 
as to its Effects. For in Woman it is a creeping 
Thing, in Man an Incroacher; and this ought, in 
my humble Opinion, to be very ferioufly attended 
to. Mifs Sutten intimated thus much, when fhe

Pieces. ‘nd what principally - diftinguifhes the 
Charatter of the Heroine, is, when the is taught 
ae , to 
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to confider her Father's Houfe as an inchanted 
Caftle, and her Lover as the Hero who is to dif- 
folve the Charm, and to fet her at Liberty from 
one Confinement, tm order to put her into another, 
and, too probably, a worfe: To inftrué her how 
to climb Walls, drop from Windows, leap Preci- | 
pices, and dotwenty other extravagant Things, in 
order to fhew the mad Strength of a Paflion fhe 
ought.to -be afham’d: of: To make Parents and 
Guardians pafs for Tyrants, and the Voice of Rea- 
fon to be-drown’d in that of indifcreet Love, 
which exalts the other Sex, and debafes her own.

THEN have I been ready to quarrel with thefe 
Writers for another Reafon ; and that is, The dan- 
gerous Notion, which they hardly ever fail to pro- 
 pagate, of a Firft-fight Love.

avoid, and Graccs in others to imitate; but in no- 
body but Yourfelf and my Uncle, any thing fo like 
Perfection, as fhall attract one’s Admiration to’one’s 
ownRuing 
“You are young yet, my Love, and muft always 
doubt your own Strength; and pray to Gop, more 
and more, as your Years advance; to give you more 
‘and more: Prudence, and Watchfulnefs over your 
Condut, 
-. Bur yet, my Dear, you muft think jaftly of 
yourfelf too; for let the young Gentlemen be ever
